BRUCE  E.  WALKER 

1946  -  2000 


Fire  Chief  Bruce  E.  Walker  died  March  16,  2000.  Bom  in  1946,  the  son  of  Earl  C.  and  Barbara 
E.  Walker,  he  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  Rye. 

Bruce  was  a  graduate  of  Portsmouth  High  School  in  the  Class  of  1964  and  from  New  Hampshire 
Technical  College  in  1967.  He  received  his  degree  in  fire  science  in  1986. 

Bruce  first  joined  the  Rye  Fire  Department  as  a  call  firefighter  in  1964.  He  became  a  permanent 
firefighter  in  1972  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  chief  in  1996.  He  also  served  as  forest  fire  warden  for 
the  Town  of  Rye. 

During  the  mid-1960's,  Bruce  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Air  National  Guard 
stationed  at  Pease  Air  Force  Base.

He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  Rye  Lion's  Club.

IN  MEMORIAM 

ROBERT  M.  WOODS 

1934  -  2000 


On  June  13*  of  2000,  the  Rye  Fire  Department  and  the  community  lost  a  longtime  friend.  In 
1950,  as  soon  as  he  reached  his  sixteenth  birthday  and  obtained  his  driver's  license.  Bob  Woods 
joined  the  roster  of  Rye  Call  Firemen.  He  also  accompanied  ambulance  runs  to  assist  in  the 
transport  of  those  in  need.  Bob  was  later  diagnosed  with  multiple  sclerosis  but  he  continued  to 
report  for  duty  at  each  fire  for  as  long  as  he  was  able,  a  total  of  2 1  years.  During  this  time,  he 
was  also  active  with  Rye  Little  League,  often  as  umpire,  and  with  Boy  Scout  Troop  181,  serving 
first  as  cub  master  even  before  his  own  son  was  old  enough  to  join. 

Bom  in  Beverly,  Mass.,  the  son  of  Phyllis  (Morong)  Woods  of  Rye  and  the  late  Joseph  Woods, 
Bob  attended  Portsmouth  schools  graduating  in  1952.  He  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Naval  Reserve  and 
was  later  assigned  to  the  Seabees.  He  was  employed  as  foreman  by  the  Morley  Co.  of 
Portsmouth  for  15  years  before  retiring  in  1974. 

In  June,  Bob  lost  his  long  battle  with  MS.  He  was  the  husband  of  Esther  (Volkmann)  Woods  for 
47  years.  In  addition  to  his  wife  and  mother,  other  family  members  include  one  son,  Robert  M. 
Woods  II,  of  Manchester;  five  daughters,  Brenda  Bowley  of  East  Hartford,  Conn.,  Ginny  Weeks 
of  Rochester,  Denise  Thompson  of  Barrington,  Deborah  Vallery  of  Rye  and  Charlene  Woods 
also  of  Rye;  nine  grandchildren;  one  brother,  Joseph  H.  Woods  of  Rye  and  two  sisters,  Sandra 
O'Brien  and  Linda  Fleckenstein  of  Portsmouth. 


Bob  will  be  remembered  for  his  persistence,  courage,  and  desire  to  serve. 
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RYE  —  'Thirty-six  years  ago  his  in- 
fantry outfit  smashed  open  the  gates  at 
Dachau  concentration  camp  northwest 
of  Munich.  Germany. 

And  on  Sund^  Melville  Clark  of  Rye. 
who  was  a  27-year-old  tech  sergeant  in 
the  final  days  of  World  War  II.  will 
leave  for  a  conference  in  Washington 
commemorating  that  event  and  others 
that  ended  the  Holocaust. 

Clark,  retired  heating  plant  foreman 
at  Pease  AFB  and  a  member  of  the 
N.H.  Port  Authority,  was  invited  to  the 
three-day  International  Liberators  Con-, 
ference  because  of  photographs  he  gave 
to  the  Dachau  museum  a  few  years  ago 
-depicting  the' camp  on  the  first  day  of 
its  liberationhi  1945. 

The-pictures,  tciken  by  a  lieutei)ant  in 
Claijt's, outfit  the. 42nd  Infantry  Divi- 
sion, enabled  Qie  museum  "to  complete

They  found  gcis  chambers,  processing 
TtKHris  where  bodies  were  stripped  and 
gtrfd  "removed  from  teeth,  and  furnaces 
that  had  worked  seven  days  a  week; 

Clark  said  he  saw  about  100  corpses 
piled  on  a  cart,  ready  to  be  burned.  One 
of  Uie  prisoners,  a  Czech,  who  had 
previously  been  in  Auschwi<^.  told  him 
it  was  his  job  to  supervise  the  removal 
of  those  who  had  died  overnight. 

"He  told  me  that  was  atx>ut  an 
average  Ijody  count,"  Clark  recalled. 

The  former  GI  said  most  of  the 
prisoners  were  emaciated  and  in  poor 
condition..  A  few  guards  who  had  dress- 
ed in  striped  prisoner  uniforms  didn't 
escape  detection  because  they  were  ob- 
viously robuster. 

He  said  the  troops  heard  stories  of 
medical  experiments  that  had  been  car-

Clark  recalled  that  the  wily  chiMtiJeSi

But  &i  one  of  the  processing  areas 
they  found  a  pile  of  clothing  that  had  fit 
infants  and  children  a  few  years  oldv  »' 

His  unit  left  later  the  same  day.  after 
military  authorities  had  moved  in  and 
begun  feeding  the  prisoners  and  giyii^ 
themmedical  attention. 

Years  later.  Clark  heard  that  Dachau 
had  been'  turned  into  a,  museum  CGmr 
memorating  the  Holocaust,  when  his 
sister  and  her  husband  were  stationed 
in  Germany.  He  learned  officials  were 
looking  for  materials. 

In  1973.  when  Clark  and  his  wife 
visited  Germany  as  tourists,  he  tossed 
his  dozen  pictures  from  Dachau  into^a 
suitcase.  Museum  officials  in  the  Ger- 
man town  were  highly  appreciative. 
^  Because  of  that,  and  his  tape- 
recorded  testimony,  Clark  was  invited 
to  next  week's  event  organized  by  the 
U.S.  Holocaust  Memorial  Council  at  the 
State  Dept.  (last  year,  the  council 
became  an  official  federal  agency.)      ' 

Clark  won't  forget  that  day  when  the] 
prisoners  of  Dachau  were  freed.  .Nor 
will  he  forget  his  return  visit  to  view  the 
museum.  "There  were  lots  of  tourists  in 
that  big  building  looking  at  the  exhibits, 
but  no-one  said  a  word.  All  you  could 
hear  was  the  shuffling  of  feet."  he 
rememl)ered.

In  April  of  2000,  former  selectman  Maynard  Young  began  to  act  on  a  thought  that  had 

crossed  his  mind  periodically  over  the  past  forty  years  or  more the  need  for  recognition 

in  a  permanent  form  of  the  men  and  women  from  Rye  who  had  served  our  country  during 
World  War  II. 

Maynard  recalled  that  durmg  his  years  as  selectman  he  had  frequently  observed  the 
listing  of  their  names  hung  on  the  back  wall  of  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall.  Inquiry  last 
spring  revealed  that  placement  of  these  names,  hand  lettered  on  now  aging  strips  of  cardboard, 
was  the  work  of  members  of  the  Rye  Darning  Needle  Club.  It  became  apparent  that  this  is  the 
only  complete  record  of  those  from  this  town  who  served  in  the  armed  services  of  the  second 
world  war.  Maynard' s  investigation  revealed  that  records  by  town  or  city  of  those  who  served 
at  that  time  do  not  exist  at  either  the  state  or  federal  level.  Furthermore,  he  learned  from 
former  Portsmouth  Mayor  Eileen  Foley  that  the  record  of  Portsmouth's  World  War  11  service 
men  and  women,  which  had  been  stored  at  the  old  Rockingham  County  building  in  Exeter,  was 
lost  during  the  move  to  new  quarters  in  Brentwood. 

With  a  growing  sense  of  urgency  and  knowledge  that  two  sides  of  the  monument  in  the 
center  of  Rye  were  blank,  in  September  Maynard  proposed  to  selectmen  that  the  town  prepare 
and  affix  two  plaques  containing  the  names  of  the  244  Rye  men  and  women  who  served  our 
country  during  World  War  II.  It  was  so  voted.  With  a  population  of  approximately  1000 
people  during  the  early  I940's,  244  represented  one  quarter  of  our  residents. 

So  it  was  that  on  Veteran's  Day,  November  11,  2001,  a  ceremony  to  dedicate  the  two 
bronze  plaques  was  held  at  the  monument  atop  Center  Hill  and,  thanks  to  Maynard  Young's 
efforts,  that  chapter  of  our  history  is  complete. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Petition  Warrant  Article  14,  to  increase  the  Elderly  Exemption  was  implemented  this  year  resulting  in  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  exemptions  from  23  to  93.  This  figure  is  well  below  what  we  had  estimated. 
The  expense  of  this  was  $109,000,  or  less  than  1%  of  the  total  property  tax  revenues.  Implementation  of 
this  article  has  provided  tax  relief  to  our  senior  citizens  at  a  very  crucial  time  with  the  increased  burden 
of  the  Statewide  Property  Tax. 

During  2000,  25 1  Rye  citizens  applied  to  the  State  for  hardship  relief  fi-om  the  Statewide  Property  Tax 
and  received  an  average  refund  of  $534.  Our  citizens  received  professional  assistance  from  volunteers 
Harold  Moldoff,  Leo  Appel,  and  John  Crowley,  directed  by  James  Helms.  Our  special  thanks  to  them. 

The  "Our  Town"  celebration  was  originated  in  1994  under  the  leadership  of  then  principal  George 
Gushing  and  the  United  Arts  Team  of  the  Rye  Junior  High  School.  Although  the  entire  town  was  invited 
to  participate,  it  was  not  until  last  year  that  a  member  of  the  community,  Leila  Hemming,  stepped 
forward  to  organize  events  on  behalf  of  the  town.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  Leila  will  again 
coordinate  town  activities  for  the  "Our  Town"  celebration  to  be  held  May  19,  2001  in  the  Parsons 
Field/Junior  High  area. 

Former  Selectman,  Maynard  Young  recommended  that  we  honor  our  World  War  II  veterans  by  adding 
their  names  to  the  monument  in  Rye  Center  together  with  the  names  of  those  who  served  in  the 
Revolution,  Civil  War,  Spanish  American  War  and  World  War  I.  On  November  11,  2000,  veterans, 
families  and  friends  gathered  at  the  Town  Monument  to  dedicate  two  bronze  plaques  cast  with  the  names 
of  the  244  veterans  who  served  in  WW  II.  We  are  grateful  to  citizens  like  Maynard,  whose  service  on 
projects  and  committees  has  benefited  the  Town  in  numerous  ways. 

Town  Hall  has  had  some  personnel  changes.  In  September,  we  welcomed  our  new  Town  Administrator, 
Earl  Rinker,  who  comes  to  Rye  with  experience  and  unflagging  enthusiasm.  Cynthia  Gillespie  joined  us 
as  bookkeeper  and  now  has  the  title  of  Finance  and  Benefits  Administrator.  New  Recreation  Director, 
Lee  Arthur  and  Jessica  Dickey,  Director  of  Programs,  oversee  the  many  recreational  activities  and 
services  provided  to  the  children  and  adults  of  Rye.  Part-time  Receptionist,  Susan  Dunfey  is  now 
keeping  up  with  the  ever-increasing  workload  in  the  Building/Plarming/Zoning  departments.  Bea 
Marconi,  also  part-time,  is  assisting  in  the  Selectmen's  Office,  providing  much  needed  general  office 
support,  with  special  focus  on  assessing  and  the  revaluation  project  to  be  completed  this  year. 

In  order  to  prepare  for  upcoming  labor  negotiations,  we  have  contracted  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association  to  do  a  salary  study,  which  we  feel  is  long  overdue.  Former  Town  Administrator 
Matt  Upton  has  been  hired  to  do  our  labor  negotiations  with  the  unions. 

In  2000,  we  moved  our  regular  weekly  Selectmen's  meetings  to  the  Rye  Public  Library's  meeting  room 
in  order  to  be  in  compliance  with  State  handicapped  accessibility  regulations. 

During  the  year,  we  joined  with  other  communities  in  The  Coalition  Communities,  to  continue  the 
Coalition's  lawsuit  against  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  fight  the  Statewide  Property  Tax.  We  all 
consider  this  tax  to  be  unfair  to  the  citizens  of  Rye.  In  January  of  2001,  we  had  our  greatest  success 


when  Rockingham  Superior  Court  Judge  Richard  E.  Galway  ruled  the  Statewide  Property  Tax  to 
be  unconstitutional. 

Selectmen  Mills  and  Low  wish  to  acknowledge  the  services  of  Selectman  Ken  Fox,  who  chose  not  to  run 
for  reelection.  His  service  for  the  past  three  years,  including  the  present  year  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  has  been  outstanding.  His  enthusiasm,  fairness  and  firmness  while  serving  brought  our 
citizens  and  employees  together  so  that  we  have  better  served  the  needs  of  the  people  of  Rye.  He  will  be 
missed.

THE  "ELECTRICS" 

January  31,  1899  was  a  big  day  for  Rye  when  the  selectmen  decided  to  allow  the  (electric)  railroad  to  be 
built  over  Rye  roads  from  the  Portsmouth  line  to  Rye  Center.  The  first  car  arrived  in  Rye  Center,  September  3, 
1899.  By  June  24,  1900,  an  extension  from  Rye  Center  to  Portsmouth  Junction  (a  Hampton  boundary  site  of 
connection  to  the  Exeter,  Hampton  and  Amesbury  lines)  by  way  of  Central  Road  to  Ocean  Boulevard  was 
complete.  (Information  obtained  from  Portsmouth  Electric  Railway,  O.  R.  Cummings) 

"Open  cars  in  the  summer,  closed  cars  in  the  winter.  ..the  electric  cars  were  a  part  of  Rye  until  1925,  when 
they  were  replaced  by  the  more  economical  buses.  During  the  days  before  snow  plows,  it  was  not  unusual  for 
the  level  of  the  snow  in  the  main  road  to  be  much  above  the  level  of  the  cleared  car  tracks."  {Rye  on  the  Rocks,

The  OpTech  scanner  with  which  we  count  votes  is 
reliably  efficient,  and  we  have  well  deliberated  election  law 
to  guide  us . 

Don't  forget,  all  dogs  should  be  licensed  each  year  between 
January  1  and  April  30.  An  up-to-date  rabies  certificate  is 
required. 

Beach  parking  permits  are  available  now  for  the  upcoming 
season.  The  cost  is  $10.00  each,  and  a  registration  for  the 
vehicle  (s)  on  which  you  wish  to  place  the  permit  must  be 
presented.  To  be  eligible  to  receive  a  Beach  Parking  Permit 
you  must  be  a  resident  and/or  a  property  owner  in  Rye. 

We  continue  to  feel  the  impact  caused  by  the  strong  growth  our 
community  is  experiencing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  RYE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

FEBRUARY  10,  2001  AND  MARCH  13,  2001 

DELIBERATIVE  SESSION 

At  9:05  a.m.  on  the  lO"^  day  of  February  2001  at  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium, 
Moderator  Daniel  C.  Hoefle  called  to  order  the  Deliberative  Session  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  He  introduced  Mackenzie  Glidden,  a  Brownie  Girl  Scout  from  Swiftwater 
Council  2159,  who  led  the  assembly  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

Moderator  Hoefle  began  the  meeting  by  reading  the  names  of  our  friends  and 
neighbors  who  died  in  2000.  A  moment  of  silence  in  their  memory  was  observed. 

Mr.  Hoefle  introduced  Selectmen  Kenneth  Fox,  Melvin  Low,  and  Joseph  Mills,  Town 
Administrator  Earl  Rinker,  Town  Counsel  Michael  Donovan,  and  Town  Clerk  Jane 
Ireland. 

Selectman  Low  presented  a  book  entitled  The  History  of  Rye.  New  Hampshire  from 
1723  to  1903  by  Dr.  Parsons,  to  Kenneth  Fox  in  appreciation  and  recognition  of  his 
service  to  the  town  as  Selectman  for  three  years,  and  Beach  Commissioner  for  fifteen 
years.  Mr.  Low  said  his  enthusiasm,  fairness  and  firmness  while  serving  brought  our 
citizens  and  employees  together  so  that  we  can  better  serve  the  needs  of  the  people  of 
Rye.  The  outstanding  job  that  he  performed  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
established  a  mark  for  future  chairmen.  He  will  be  missed. 

Selectman  Mills  presented  Dr.  Parsons  book.  The  History  of  Rye,  to  Don  Philbrick 
who  worked  on  the  Planning  Board  for  six  years,  and  as  chairman  of  that  board  for  the 
past  four  years.  He's  a  Rye  native  and  has  served  in  the  Lions  Club,  Little  League,  Youth 
Soccer,  and  has  been  a  frequent  contributor  at  Selectmen's'  meetings.  Mr.  Mills  said  he 
is  stepping  down  this  year  to  take  care  of  personal  business. 

Moderator  Hoefle  announced  the  candidates  for  office  for  the  March  13"  town 
election. 

Mr.  Hoefle  stated  his  rules  for  the  meeting:  Even  though  I,  as  the  moderator,  set  the 
rules  and  procedures,  this  is  your  meeting  and  you  are  free  to  change  the  rules.  Eyer>one 
is  invited  to  speak  Anyone  wishing  to  speak  should  come  to  the  microphone  and  identify 
himself  All  comments  should  be  directed  to  me  as  the  moderator.  We  are  here  in  the 
spirit  of  debate  and  I  would  ask  that  acrimony  be  eliminated  or  kept  to  a  minimum.  All 
amendments  need  to  be  in  writing.  All  voters  need  to  be  checked  in  at  the  checklist  and 
receive  a  card.  We'll  be  voting  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  a  secret  vote  is  requested. 
Five  voters  may  request  a  secret  ballot  by  written  request;  seven  voters  present  may  seek 
a  recount  of  a  voice  vote  or  a  hand  vote,  after  a  vote  is  taken.  We  will  follow  the  articles 
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in  the  order  that  they  appear  on  the  Warrant,  starting  with  Article  6.  Any  ruling  I  make, 
as  moderator,  can  be  challenged  by  this  deliberative  session,  and  any  motion  anyone 
wishes  to  make  will  be  entertained. 

The  moderator  read  Article  6. 


ARTICLE  6. 

Passage  of  this  article  shall  override  the  10%  limitation  imposed  on  this  appropriation 
due  to  the  non-recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
eighty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  ($689,900)  for  the  purpose  of  adding  a  second 
floor  and  renovating  the  first  floor  of  the  Rye  Fire  Station  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of 
not  more  than  five  hundred  seventy  eight  thousand  dollars  ($578,000)  of  bonds  and/or 
notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (NH  RSA  Chapter 
33  as  amended)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and/or 
notes,  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  actions  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiations,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes,  as 
shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Rye.  And  further,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  of  one  hundred  eleven  thousand  nine  hundred 
dollars  ($111,900)  from  the  Safety  Building  (FIRE  STATION)  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
making  the  total  cost  of  the  project  six  hundred  eighty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred 
dollars  ($689,900).

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

Selectman  Fox  moved  the  article,  seconded  by  Mr.  Low. 

Herbert  Luz  asked  for  clarification  as  to  why  the  Selectmen  have  recommended  this 
article,  but  the  Budget  Committee  has  not. 

Selectman  Fox  said  that  rather  than  take  us  through  a  lengthy  discussion  of  this  article, 
Mark  Josephs  is  going  to  speak  to  it  and  that  should  answer  all  your  questions. 

Mark  .losephs,  member  of  the  Fire  Station  Building  Committee,  spoke  to  Article  6. 
He  said  the  efforts  of  the  committee  were  interrupted  by  the  untimely  death  of  Fire  Chief 
Bruce  Walker.  Initially  it  seemed  we  could  accomplish  our  limited  goals  for  about 
$390,000,  however  as  details  emerged,  the  price  rapidly  rose  to  over  $690,000  and  even 
at  that  price  serious  flaws  in  our  plan  remain.  These  include  lack  of  pai'king,  inability  to 
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expand  in  the  future  and  generally  not  the  most  optimum  use  of  the  present  lot  by  the 
current  configuration  of  the  Fire  Station.  Recently  we  entertained  other  ideas  such  as 
demolishing  the  present  station  and  rebuilding  on  the  present  lot,  or  expanding  the  lot 
size  through  land  purchase  or  swap.  The  committee  feels  we  need  another  year  to 
adequately  assess  the  options.  Therefore  the  Fire  Station  Building  Committee  has  asked 
me  to  make  the  following  amendment.  He  moved  to  amend  Article  6  by  zeroing  out 
all  of  the  dollar  amounts.  His  motion  was  seconded  by  Bill  Ladrie. 

Bill  Ladrie  said  he  agreed  with  this  amendment  1 00%. 

Town  Counsel  Michael  Donovan  stated  this  amendment  could  be  very  confusing  to 
the  voters  and  suggested  we  delete  the  entire  first  sentence  and  just  begin  the  article  with 
"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vole  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  from  the  Safety  Building  (Fire  Station)  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of 
architectural  studies  of  the  Safety  Building."  If  the  intent  is  to  get  rid  of  the  bond  issue, 
that  gets  rid  of  it  more  clearly. 

Moderator  Hoefle  said  this  is  Dr.  Josephs'  amendment.   The  point  of  Mr.  Donovan's 


Dr.  Josephs  said  for  clarity  purposes,  he  would  be  in  favor  of  Arty.  Donovan's 
suggestion.  He  withdrew  his  original  motion  to  amend;  Mr.  Ladrie  withdrew  his  second. 
Dr.  Josephs  then  moved  to  amendment  Article  6  as  Atty.  Donovan  had  recommended, 
seconded  by  Bill  Ladrie. 

Moderator  Hoefle  announced  we  now  have  a  new  amendment  to  Article  6: 

The  article  would  now  read:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  the  amount  of  one  dollar  (Sl.OO)  from  the  Safety  Building  (Fire  Station)  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  architectural  studies  of  the  Safet>'  Building. 

The  moderator  called  for  further  discussion  on  the  amendment. 

John  Moynahan  said  he  thought  we  were  changing  the  meaning  of  the  article. 

Town  Counsel  Michael  Donovan  said  both  amendments  are  legal. 

Following  further  discussion  on  the  amendment,  the  moderator  determined  no  one  else 
wished  to  speak.  He  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  Show  of  Hands. 
Amendment  is  declared  Passed. 
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There  being  no  further  action  on  Article  6,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  6,  as 
amended,  be  placed  on  the  ballot. 

(Subsequent  to  this  Deliberative  Session  the  Budget  Committee  met  and  voted  to  change 
their  recommendation  of  Article  6  from  "not  recommended  "  to  "recommended".) 

The  moderator  read  Article  7. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

sixty-five  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($65,200)  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  Fire 
Department's  existing  seventeen  (17)  fire  fighting  air  packs  and  air  bottles  with  seventeen 
(17)  new  air  packs  and  seventeen  (17)  new  spare  air  bottles.  This  appropriation  is  in 
addition  to  the  operating  budget.  (Majority  vote  required.)

Fire  Chief  Leon  Blaisdell  moved  the  article,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey. 

Chief  Blaisdell  explained  the  need  for  this  apparatus  and  demonstrated  its  use. 

The  moderator  determined  there  was  no  further  discussion  and  ordered  Article  7 
placed  on  the  ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  8. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rye  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 

sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000)  to  be  added  to  the  non-lapsing 
appropriation  pursuant  to  RSA  32:7,  VI.  established  by  Article  9  of  the  1997  Rye  Town 
Meeting  to  investigate,  design,  and  construct  an  all  purpose  recreation  field  to  be  located 
in  the  Town  Recreation  Area.  This  is  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  that  will  not  lapse  until 
the  project  is  complete  or  in  five  years  (December  31,  2005)  whichever  occurs  tirst.  This 
appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE. 


It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Hayden,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ladrie,  to  place  this  article  on  the 
floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Hayden,  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Commission,  explained  the  background 
of  this  article.  He  said  this  is  a  four  acre  area  which,  over  time,  has  settled  in  various 
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places  and  in  the  Spring  when  it  rains  it  is  virtually  unusable  by  the  youngsters.  When 
people  do  play  on  it,  it  is  quite  hazardous  because  it  is  wet.  We're  attempting  to  re-do  the 
fields  which  means  stripping  off  the  loam,  putting  in  some  irrigation  and  drainage,  etc.  so 
that  the  fields  will  be  usable  throughout  the  season.  Mr.  Hayden  said  they  have  hired  an 
engineering  firm  to  provide  guidance.  They  estimate  that  the  field  will  cost 
approximately  $160,000  to  renovate.  We  have  had  two  years  of  appropriations  when  the 
citizens  of  Rye  have  voted  to  put  additional  dollars  into  this  fund.  The  first  year  was 
$10,000,  the  second  year  was  $35,000,  the  third  year  (which  was  last  year)  was  $50,000. 
He  asked  for  support  for  this  article. 

Deb  Armstrong  was  concerned  this  article  may  mean  destruction  of  vegetation  in 
the  area  and  expressed  her  desire  to  be  certain  the  Town  Forest  would  not  be  touched. 

Chick  Hayden  responded  to  her  concern  by  saying  this  will  require  no  destruction 
of  the  ecology  surrounding  the  field  at  all.  The  footprint  that  will  be  worked  on  will  be 
exactly  the  footprint  of  the  fields  that  are  there  today.  We're  not  trying  to  expand  or  cut 
any  trees  or  in  any  way  destroy  the  ecology.  We  will  put  up  a  silt  fence  around  the  entire 
area  as  a  protective  barrier  so  that  nothing  drains  down  into  the  wetlands.  All  the  steps 
necessary  to  protect  the  trees,  the  wetlands  and  so  forth  around  that  area  would  be  taken 
to  be  sure  that  nothing  happens  to  impact  negatively  the  area. 

Paula  Snyder  moved  to  amend  Article  8  by  changing  the  last  sentence  from  "... 
in  five  years  (December  3 1 .  2005)  whichever  occurs  firsf  to  "This  is  a  non-lapsing 
appropriation  that  will  not  lapse  until  the  project  is  complete  or  December  31,  2003, 
whichever  occurs  first."  Mr.  Ladrie  seconded  her  motion. 


Mrs.  Snyder  said  she  is  in  favor  of  this  article  and  her  amendment  is  merely  for 
clarification.  She  explained  a  non-lapsing  fund  means  any  monies  left  over  at  year  end 
stay  in  that  fund  rather  than  lapsing  into  the  General  Fund  to  reduce  taxes.  The 
maximum  number  of  years  that  you  may  create  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  is  five.  The 
original  article  was  in  1997.  Every  year  when  the  article  has  been  written,  it  has  included 
the  words  "or  in  five  years",  so  that  each  year  another  year  has  been  added  for 
completion  of  the  project.  Last  year  was  the  last  year  we  approved  money  for  the  project. 
The  end  year  was  December  31.  2003,  and  that  is  why  my  amendment  says  "is  complete 
or  December  31,  2003".  Mrs.  Snyder  said  in  a  non-lapsing  fund  it  isn't  necessary  to  say 
"or  in  five  years"  in  the  master  article  every  year. 

Moderator  Hoefle  read  the  article,  as  amended.  He  called  for  a  vote.  Show  of 
Hands.  Amendment  is  declared  passed. 

There  being  no  further  action  on  Article  8,  the  moderator  ordered  the  article 
placed  on  the  ballot,  as  amended. 
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The  moderator  read  Article  9. 


ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rye  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 

sum  often  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Recreation  Building  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  established  pursuant  to  RSA  35:1  by  Article  12  of  the  1996  Rye  Town 
Meeting.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget.  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Hayden  moved  the  article,  seconded  by  Annjannett  Burke. 

Mr.  Hayden  explained  the  article,  saying  the  purpose  is  to  improve  the  recreation 
building.  He  said  we're  putting  in  toilet  facilities,  enclosing  the  porch  area,  just  basically 
making  improvements. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  9  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  10. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund 

under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  changing  the  Rye  Police  Department 
radio  systems  from  analog  to  digital  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  often  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund  and  to  appoint  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to 
expciid  from  this  fund.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget.

At  that  time  it  was  believed  we  needed 
matching  funds  to  participate  in  the  program.  He  said  he  has  since  learned  matching 
funds  are  not  going  to  be  necessar>  .   He  suggested  a  motion  be  made  to  zero  this  out. 
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Paula  Snyder  moved  to  amend  Article  10  to  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  NOT  to 
establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  the  Rye  Police  Department  radio  systems  from  analog  to  digital  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  zero  dollars  ($0.00)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund  and  to  appoint  the 
Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  from  this  fund.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the 
operating  budget  (majority  vote  required)." 

Her  motion  was  seconded  by  Bill  Ladrie. 

Following  brief  discussion  regarding  the  best  way  to  legally  dispose  of  this  article,  and 
recognizing  it  must  appear  on  the  ballot  in  some  form,  the  moderator  determined  there 
would  be  no  more  comments.  He  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  Show  of  Hands. 
Amendment  is  declared  passed.  Moderator  Hoefle  ordered  Article  10  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  amended. 

(Subsequent  to  this  Deliberative  Session,  the  Budget  Committee  reviewed  its 
recommendations  and  voted  to  change  "not  recommended"  to  "recommended"  on 
Article  10.) 

The  moderator  read  Ardcle  11. 

ARTICLE  11,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  fifteen 

thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for  the  purpose  of  converting  data  to  the  Rye  Police 
Department's  new  software  system  and  for  the  purchase  of  digital  imaging  software  as  an 
additional  system  component.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget. 
(Majority  vote  required.)

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  article  was  moved  by  Bill  Ladrie  and  seconded  by  -Tack  Tobey. 

Police  Chief  Loomis  said  this  article  was  originally  in  two  components  broken  down 
as  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  converting  data  and  $5,000  for  the  purchase  of  digital 
imaging  softv/are.  He  has  since  learned  the  $10,000  for  data  conversion  is  not  necessary 
and  proposed  a  reduction  of  $10,000  to  this  article. 

It  was  moved  by  Selectman  Mills,  and  seconded  by  Selectman  Fox,  to  amend  Article 

11  to  read:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  digital  imaging  software  as  an  additional  system 
component.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget. 
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There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment. 

Show  of  Hands.    Amendment  is  declared  passed.  Moderator  Hoefle  ordered 
Article  11  placed  on  the  ballot,  as  amended. 

(Subsequent  to  this  Deliberative  Session  the  Budget  Committee  met  to  review  its 
recommendations  and  voted  to  changed  "not  recommended"  to  "recommended""  on 
Article  1 1 .) 

The  moderator  read  Article  1 2. 


ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  one  additional  permanent 

police  officer  in  the  Rye  Police  Department  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  twenty-six 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ($26,400)  to  fund  the  new  position  for  the  last  eight 
months  (two-thirds)  of  calendar  year  2001.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the 
operating  budget.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  by  Ken  Fox.  seconded  by  Joe  Mills,  to  place  this  article  on  the  floor  for 
discussion. 

Police  Chief  Brad  Loomis  briefly  explained  the  need  for  an  additional  police  officer  in 
the  department.  Herbert  Luz  asked  why  this  article  was  recommended  b\  the  Selectmen 
but  not  the  Budget  Committee. 

Budget  Committee  Chairman  John  Moynahan  said  he  felt  we  are  putting  too  much 
weight  on  traffic  duty.  He  thought  we  should  be  checking  on  suspicious  vehicles  and 
there  should  be  available  a  crui.-ser  in  the  morning  at  the  school.  He  said  quite  often  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  he  sees  a  cruiser  going  in  the  opposite  direction  from  the 
school.  John  said  if  he  were  to  be  guaranteed  that  we'd  have  a  police  officer  on  traffic 
duty  at  the  schools,  he  v^ould  probably  be  inclined  to  support  this. 

Mr.  Ladrie  asked  the  Chief  how  many  full  time  and  part  time  officers  we  have  now. 
He  also  asked  the  Chief  what  kind  of  a  guarantee  are  we  going  to  get  from  a  new  officer 
that  he's  going  to  stay  in  this  town  unless  we  have  a  contract  that  says  he  has  to  put  in  at 
least  two  years  of  service  before  he  leaves,  or  he  refunds  his  mone). 

Pete  Mullaly,  Budget  Committee  member,  said  he  felt  the  money  for  this  police 
officer  should  be  in  the  operating  budget  rather  than  in  this  warrant  article.  Chairman 
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Moynahan  said  we  voted  to  take  it  out  of  the  operating  budget  after  the  Public  Hearing 
when  the  Chief  said  he  really  didn't  want  any  more  people,  that  he  was  doing  it  for  the 
general  public.     Mr.  Moynahan  said  this  irritated  some  of  the  Budget  Committee 
members  so  another  vote  was  taken  and  we  voted  to  take  it  out  of  the  operating  budget. 

Mr.  Fox  said  he  too  was  a  member  of  the  Budget  Committee,  representing  the 
Selectmen.  He  said  there  is  no  more  important  issue  on  this  warrant.  He  said  when  Mr. 
Loomis  presented  this  he  wanted  to  be  sure  the  Budget  Committee  understood  that  this 
was  an  officer  for  the  community,  not  for  him  personally.  When  he  explained  it  there 
were  feelings  on  the  committee  that  maybe  he  wasn"t  behind  this  100%.  But,  there  is  no 
question  that  he  is,  that  it  is  important,  and  we  should  vote  in  favor  of  it. 

Chief  Loomis  responded  to  Mr.  Moynahan's  concerns.  He  said  his  records  will  show 
that  just  about  daily  an  officer  is  at  both  schools  doing  the  school  crossings.  It  is  very 
rare  that  they  are  not.  If  they're  going  in  the  opposite  direction  it  is  probably  because 
they're  going  to  an  accident  or  something  else  of  that  nature.  He  mentioned  the  large 
amount  of  time  allocated  to  the  Portsmouth  District  Court.  Chief  Loomis  said  that  some 
people  think  he  doesn't  want  this,  which  is  incorrect.  "  The  point  1  was  trying  to  make  is 
that  I  do  not  personally  benefit  from  this.  This  is  one  extra  person  we  have  to  hire,  train 
and  worry  about.  This  benefits  the  town.  Do  I  need  it?"  he  asked?  "No.  Do  you  need  it? 
Yes,  you  do." 

In  response  to  Mr.  Ladrie's  questions,  the  Chief  said  there  are  eight  full-time  officers 
(including  the  chief)  and  three  part  time  officers.  On  the  issue  of  staying.  Chief  Loomis 
said  in  the  past  we've  had  a  pretty  good  record  of  people  staying  here  for  some  time.  For 
some  reason  over  the  years  the  raises  haven't  kept  up  with  the  surrounding  area  and  the 
cost  of  living  in  this  area.  We  just  lost  a  bright  young  officer  with  a  Master's  Degree  to 
the  City  of  Portsmouth  for  $6,000  more  per  year.  He  said  it  was  most  upsetting  to  him 
when  he  found  out  we  ha\e  a  part  time  trash  guy  that  had  been  hired  who  is  making 
more  per  hour  than  the  guy  we  just  lost .  The  town  has  taken  steps  to  do  a  pay  stud>-  but 
we  don't  know  the  status  yet. 

Selectmen  Fox  said  the  town  has  initiated  a  wage  scale  study  for  all  departments  in  the 
town  to  see  how  we  compare  to  other  communities  around  us  with  the  idea  of  bringing 
our  employees  up  to  an  equal  value  as  communities  around  us.  We  don't  want  to  be 
losing  our  valuable  people  to  those  communities  that  are  trying  to  take  them  away. 
We're  expecting  the  results  of  that  study  within  the  next  several  weeks. 

The  Chief  said  he  didn't  believe  there  was  a  way  to  guarantee  people  won't  leave,  but 
that  the  bottom  line  was  if  you  are  paying  them  a  decent,  living  wage  and  are  competitive 
with  the  surrounding  area,  that  won't  happen.  He  said  it's  not  just  Portsmouth  who  is 
paying  a  lot  more  than  we  are.  The  towns  of  Greenland,  Newington.  and  North  Hampton 
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have  all  recruited  several  of  our  officers  trying  to  take  them  away  and  have  offered  a 
couple  of  our  officers  between  $4000  and  $6000  more  a  year. 

Dwight  Hamsley  spoke  in  favor  of  this  article. 

Richard  Femia  said  he  was  a  police  officer  for  32  years,  now  retired.  "Every  time  I 
ever  went  to  a  call,  I  looked  over  my  back  to  see  where  my  partner  was.  You  need  help 
out  there.  As  far  as  mutual  aid,  you  don't  know  if  the  State  Police  officer  has  an  accident 
on  the  highway.  If  I  was  the  chief,  he  said  ,"rd  want  five  more  men  on  the  day  shift." 

Moderator  Hoefle  determined  there  was  no  further  discussion  and  ordered  Article  12 
placed  on  the  ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  13. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000)  to  be  added  to  the  non-lapsing  appropriation  per 
RSA  32:7,  VI  established  by  Article  8  at  the  1997  Rye  Town  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
engineering,  designing  and  installing  an  overall  drainage  plan  for  the  Town  of  Rye, 
updating  the  current  drainage  system.  This  is  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  that  will  not 
lapse  until  the  project  is  complete  or  in  five  (5)  years  (December  31,  2005)  whichever 
occurs  first.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget.  (Majority  vote 
required.)

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  by  Bill  Ladrie,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey,  to  place  Article  13  on  the  floor 
for  discussion 

Public  Works  Director  Bud  Jordan  said  the  town  needs  an  even  distribution  of 
drainage.  Every  year  we  take  the  $75,000  granted  to  us  to  dig  up  the  highways  and  try  to 
make  that  possible.    This  year  it  will  be  Brackett,  Central  Road,  Perkins  and  Hunter\ale. 

Paula  Snyder  submitted  an  amendment  to  Article  13.  She  moved  to  amend  the  last 
sentence  from  "This  is  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  that  will  not  lapse  until  the  project  to 
complete  or  in  five  years  (December  31.  2005)  whichever  occurs  first"  to 

"This  is  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  that  will  not  lapse  until  the  project  is  complete  or 
December  31.  2003  whichever  occurs  first. 

Mrs.  Snyder's  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Ladrie. 
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Mrs.  Snyder  said  the  reason  for  her  amendment  is  exactly  the  same  as  for  the  one  to 
Article  8. 

The  moderator  read  the  article  with  the  proposed  amendment: 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seventy  five  thousand 
dollars  ($75,000)  to  be  added  to  the  non-lapsing  appropriation  per  RSA  32:7,V1 
established  by  Article  8  at  the  1997  Rye  Town  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  engineering, 
designing  and  installing  an  overall  drainage  plan  for  the  Town  of  Rye,  updating  the 
current  drainage  system.  This  is  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  that  will  not  lapse  until  the 
project  is  complete  or  December  31,  2003,  whichever  occurs  first.  This  appropriation  is 
in  addition  to  the  operating  budget. 

The  moderator  called  for  further  discussion.  Seeing  none,  he  called  for  a  vote  on  the 
amendment.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 

Moderator  Hoefle  called  for  any  further  amendments  to  the  article.  There  being  none, 
he  ordered  Article  13,  as  amended,  placed  on  the  ballot. 

The  moderator  read  Article  14. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  eighty-six 

thousand  dollars  (S86,000)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  backhoe  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Works;  of  this  amount,  thirty-six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($36,500)  to  come  from  the  trade-in/sale  of  the  existing  backhoe,  and  the  balance  of 
forty-nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($49,500)  to  be  raised  from  general  taxafion. 
This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the  operating  budget.  (Majority  vote  required.)

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  by  Bud  .Jordan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ladric,  to  place  Article  14  on  the  floor 
for  discussion. 

Public  Works  Director  Bud  Jordan  said  the  backhoe  is  a  key  piece  of  equipment  for 
his  department.  He  said  this  is  the  time  to  trade  the  existing  backhoe  and  asked  for 
support  of  this  article. 

Lester  Stevcn.s  said  he  approves  of  this  article. 

There  being  no  further  discussion  the  moderator  ordered  Article  14  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 
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The  moderator  read  Article  1 5.'; 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($38,000)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  plow  wing 
and  body/sander  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  replace  the  Town's  1983  unit  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($38,000)  from  the 
Highway  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  that  purpose.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  b>  Bud  Jordan,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey,  to  place  Article  15  on  the 
floor  for  discussion. 

Public  Works  Director  Bud  Jordan  said  we  have  two  old  sanders  that  have  gone 
through  many  trucks.  These  are  the  siinders  that  are  mounted  in  the  body.  Their  capacity 
is  such  that  we  have  to  return  to  the  yard  quite  often  to  reload.  The  sander  and  body  we 
are  recommending  today  is  one  that  holds  approximately  three  yards  more.  We  want  to 
be  able  to  upgrade  our  equipment.  He  said  we  are  not  asking  for  a  new  truck  because  the 
truck  is  in  very  good  shape.  Also,  this  truck  does  not  have  a  wing.  It  makes  it  quite 
difficult  to  get  the  snow  pushed  back  as  far  as  it  should  be. 

Once  again,  Lester  Stevens  expressed  his  approval  of  Mr.  Jordan's  efforts. 

Sam  DeMarco  asked  how  old  the  chassis  is.  Mr.  Jordan  responded  it  is  a  1987, 
however  it  has  just  27,000  miles  and  this  year  his  department  took  a  good,  close  look  at 
the  under  carriage,  the  drive  gear,  the  engine  wear.  etc.  It  came  out  very  positive.  He 
said  we  should  not  forget  that  the  equipment  being  placed  upon  it  can  be  removed  and 
placed  upon  another  vehicle,  if  desired. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  15  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  16. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000)  pursuant  to  RSA  36-A:5  to  be  added  to  the 
Conservation  Land  Acquisition  Fund.  This  fund  is  used  to  acquire  land  for  the  proper 
utilization  and  protection  of  natural  resources.  This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  the 
operating  budget.  (Majority  vote  required.) 
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ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  by  Jim  Raynes,  seconded  by  Joe  Kenney,  to  place  Article  16  on  the 
floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Raynes  said  we  have  approximately  $150,000  in  the  land  acquisition  account  at 
this  time.  However,  $38,000  of  that  money  is  encumbered  to  go  with  funds  for  a  joint 
purchase  with  the  Water  Department  for  wellhead  protection.  He  said  over  the  past  ten 
years  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission  has  been  working  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town  of  Rye  and  have  acquired  easements  and/or  land.  Mr.  Raynes  listed  the  many 
acquisitions  his  Commission  has  accomplished.  He  said  the  money  is  needed  to  help 
protect  land  and  to  slow  the  growth  of  the  Town  of  Rye. 

Joe  Kenney,  Water  District  Commissioner,  complimented  Jim  Ravnes  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  all  the  help  they've  given  the  Water  District. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  16  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  17. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

seventy  thousand  dollars  ($70,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Town  Employees  Accumulated 
Leave  Fund  established  pursuant  to  RSA  31:19-a  by  Article  14  of  the  1990  Rye  Town 
Meeting.  The  Town  Employees  Accumulated  Leave  Fund  pays  severance  benefits  to 
Town  Employees  in  accordance  with  the  Town's  Personnel  Policy.  This  appropriation  is 
in  addition  to  the  operating  budget.  (Majority  vote  required.) 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  b\  Joe  Mills,  seconded  by  Mel  Low,  to  place  this  article  on  the  floor  for 
discussion. 

Selectman  Mills  said  basically  this  is  money  put  in  to  cover  employees  who  possibly 
might  leave.  He  said  the  exposure  to  the  town  right  now  is  two  hundred  some  odd 
thousand  and  we're  keeping  our  fingers  crossed  that  they  don't  all  leave  at  the  same  time. 
Earl  Rinker,  Town  Administrator,  said  last  year  we  put  in  $50,000  and  it  cost  us  $60,000. 
There  are  several  close  to  retirement  age  and  some  eligible  to  retire  now.  He  said  it  is  in 
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as  a  warrant  article,  however,  if  it  does  not  pass  as  a  warrant  article  and  people  retire, 
they  still  have  to  be  paid,  which  makes  this  article  pretty  important. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  17  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  18. 

ARTICLE  18.  On  petition  of  William  J.  Ladrie  and  at  least  24  other  registered 

voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000 
for  once-a-week  or  as  needed  mosquito  spraying  program  in  the  summer  of  2001 
beginning  on  Memorial  Day  and  ending  on  Labor  Day. 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  by  Ken  Fo.\,  seconded  by  Joe  Mills,  to  place  Article  1 8  on  the  floor  for 
discussion. 

Mr.  Ladrie  said  he  placed  this  article  on  the  warrant  because  he  gets  phone  calls  from 
people  wanting  to  know  what  we're  going  to  do  about  the  mosquitoes.  He  said  once 
the  mosquitoes  get  into  the  air  the  only  way  to  control  them  is  by  spraying. 

Richard  Curry  said  he  was  very  interested  in  the  mosquito  situation  following  our 
experience  last  summer.  He  asked  if  the  $25000  would  handle  what  the  needs  are  to 
control  these  mosquitoes  in  some  professional's  estimation  for  the  period  of  time  laid  out 
here? 

Selectman  Low  said  we  went  through  this  in  the  60"s  and  TO's  -  town  wide  spraying. 
It  didn't  do  anything.  In  our  budget  we  have  $45,000  for  mosquito  larviciding  in  the 
marsh  and  mosquito  spraying.  This  is  the  same  as  last  year,  but  remember,  last  year  we 
had  very  heavy  rains.  Mr.  Low  said  he  loved  agriculture,  and  you  don't  spray  unless  you 
need  to  do  it.  We  don't  have  anybody  in  this  town  to  determine  when  it  is  needed.  We 
hire  a  private  contractor.  He  felt  this  was  double  coverage.  Mel  said  he  supported  the 
$45000  that's  in  the  budget.  Townwide  spraying  is  not  done  by  neighboring  towns  and 
mosquitoes  can  travel  sixteen  miles.  If  you  don't  spray  the  whole  seacoast,  you're  not 
going  to  do  much. 

Mr.  Curry  said  he's  not  aii  expert  either,  but  he  knows  it  can  be  controlled.  He  said  he 
is  originally  from  Florida  and  mosquito  control  in  south  Florida  is  right  up  there  in  the 
top  5%  of  concerns  of  the  elected  officials  down  there  because  it  is  so  prone  to 
mosquitoes,  very  much  like  Rye  is  in  the  summer  time.  Mr.  Curr}'  said  mosquito  control 
has  come  a  long  way  since  the  60's  and  70's.  He  said  he  felt  we  need  to  control  the 
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mosquitoes  and  it  has  a  great  impact  on  the  livability  in  this  town.  He  reiterated  his 
question,  saying  if  we  have  $45,000  in  the  budget  and  we're  asking  for  another  $25,000, 
will  the  total  of  $70,000  control  mosquitoes  as  we  have  done  in  the  past?  He  said  he 
lived  on  Brackett  Road  in  the  mid  90' s  and  he  does  not  recall  a  similar  problem  at  that 
time,  and  he  remembers  hearing  that  mosquito  spraying  truck  coming  by.  When  that 
truck  came  by,  he  said,  the  mosquitoes  were  controlled. 

Mr.  Fox  said  the  current  budget  of  $45,000.  which  is  the  Mosquito  Control 
Commission  budget  currently,  includes  spraying  for  the  West  Nile  Virus  in  the  event  that 
should  occur  in  the  Town  of  Rye.  If  they  expend  that  money  for  the  West  Nile  Virus, 
then  it  wouldn't  be  necessary  to  also  expend  the  $25,000.  Also  anyone  who  wishes  not  to 
have  their  property  sprayed  can  contact  the  Mosquito  Commission  with  that  request.  The 
purpose  of  putting  in  this  article  was  to  present  an  option.  Those  who  are  emotionally 
involved  with  the  issue  would  have  a  chance  to  vote  yes  or  no  depending  on  their 
personal  feelings.  In  response  to  Mr.  Curry.  Mr.  Fox  said  at  this  point  there  is  no 
spraying  scheduled  unless  and  until  the  West  Nile  Virus  is  identified  in  our  town.  Mr. 
Low  clarified  there  is  spraying  in  Parsons  Field  and  the  Rec  Area. 

Mr.  Ladrie  said  Dave  Dawley  has  told  him  that  if  they  don't  get  the  mosquitoes  in  the 
marshes,  then  once  they  get  in  the  air  the  only  way  you  can  kill  them  is  to  spray.  Some 
people  say  the  spraying  does  not  work.  Down  in  my  area,  he  said,  it  did  work. 

Dwight  Hamsley  said  mosquitoes  should  be  controlled  naturally,  and  he  doesn't 
understand  why  people  can't  apply  a  lotion.  He  suggested  using  the  money  to  provide 
people  v^/ith  lotions. 

Arthur  Bunce  said  two  years  ago  the  Selectmen  held  a  meeting  on  mosquitoes  .  He 
recalled  how  he  had  closed  one  of  his  outside  windows  between  the  screen  and  the 
window,  because  it  was  full  of  mosquitoes.  "  Then  1  sprayed  it  and  then  collected  the 
dead  mosquitoes  and  put  them  in  a  jar.  I  brought  a  quart  jar  over  to  the  meeting."'  He 
said  he  felt  we  need  spraying. 

Dr.  Gail  Snow.  Flealth  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Rye.  spoke  regarding  the  West  Nile 
issue.  In  New  Hampshire  last  year.  455  dead  birds  were  tested.  Seven  tested  positive. 
These  were  from  the  Manchester  area,  Hampstead,  and  Derry.  Rye  has  not  had  any  that 
tested  positive.  Experts  feel  the  virus  is  certainly  here  to  stay.  There  is  a  high  probability 
that  h  will  be  in  the  area  in  the  summer.  That  does  not  necessarily  mean  we  will  have 
cases  of  it.  She  suggested  we  need  to  do  more  about  educating  people  regarding 
disposing  of  standing  water,  and  to  do  more  larviciding.  It  is  felt  that  larviciding  is  the 
best  way  to  keep  the  population  of  mosquitoes  down.  It  is  also  feh  the  towns  should  put 
in  the  budget  enough  money  to  cover  spraying  if  and  when  it  looks  like  we're  going  to 
get  hit  by  the  West  Nile.  Dr.  Snow  said  West  Nile  does  not  affect  everyone.  She  said  it 
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affects  especially  the  elderly,  those  that  are  debilitated,  people  with  bad  hearts,  chronic 
lung  conditions,  etc. 

John  iMoynahan  said  our  budget  this  year  is  $54,500.  We  upped  it  from  $45,000  on 
the  advice  of  Dr.  Snow  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  There  is  $12,000  in  there  this  year 
for  the  West  Nile  Virus  in  case  we  need  to  spray. 

Mr.  Curry  moved  to  amend  Article  18  by  adding  the  words  '"and  initiate",  so  the 
article  would  read:  "...  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000  and  initiate  once-a-week 
or  as  needed  ..."    His  motion  was  seconded  by  Bud  Jordan. 

Doug  Abrams,  Budget  Committee  member,  said  when  this  was  presented  to  the 
Budget  Committee  the  Mosquito  Commission  told  them  larviciding  was  the  most 
effective  way  of  controlling  the  mosquitoes.  He  suggested  that  people  who  are  interested 
in  this  issue  should  attend  the  Budget  Committee  session  when  this  is  tinder 
consideration. 

Mr.  Schladenhauffen.  45  Liberty  Common,  was  concerned  for  his  four  year  old  child 
and  urged  support  of  this  article. 

Ray  Jarvis  said  we  haven't  defined  what,  if  any,  damage  spraying  does.  He  advised 
defining  the  problems,  looking  at  the  options,  and  clearly  understanding  the  effectiveness 
of  each  of  these  options.  We  should  know  the  damage  -  whether  the  damage  is  caused 
by  spraying  or  from  the  stuff  we  put  on  our  lawns,  or  whatever.  We  should  address  the 
total  project  in  a  methodical,  intelligent  manner. 

Paula  Snyder  asked  what  the  amendment  does  to  change  the  article? 

Mr.  Curry  said  he  wanted  to  clarify  that  this  $25,000  would  be  for  spraying,  with  or 
without  the  West  Nile  Virus. 

The  moderator  restated  the  article  with  the  proposed  amendment. 

Mrs.  Snyder  restated  her  point  that  she  felt  the  additional  wording  was  unnecessary. 

Lester  Stevens  said  that  a  half  an  hour  or  so  after  the  truck  goes  by  and  the  spray  is 
gone,  the  mosquitoes  are  back.  So  actually,  he  said,  it  doesn't  do  that  much  good.  He 
advised  being  vigilant  regarding  the  removal  of  standing  water. 

Gloria  Pike  told  ol'the  benefits  of  "Mosquito  Plants'",  saying  her  daughter  who  lives  in 
Massachusetts  hasn't  had  a  problem  since  she  planted  two  of  them.  She  said  she  plans  to 
plant  four  in  her  yard  on  Dow  Lane. 
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It  was  moved  by  Jane  Holway  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Ellie  Stewart. 

The  moderator  declared  that  a  motion  to  move  the  question  ends  debate,  and  called  for 
a  vote.  (2/3  majority  required)  Show  of  Hands.  Motion  to  move  the  question 
carries. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  Show  of  Hands.  The  motion  to 
amend  Article  18  fails. 

The  moderator  called  for  any  further  amendments  to  the  article. 

Selectmen  Mills  asked  Mrs.  Pike  where  you  get  Mosquito  Plants.  Mrs.  Pike  said  she 
has  seen  them  in  Walmart. 

Dwight  Hamsley  suggested  the  Mosquito  budget  be  used  to  buy  one  of  these  plants  for 
everyone  in  Rye. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  18  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  19. 


ARTICLE  19.  On  petition  of  Portsmouth  Regional  Health  Support  Associates 

and  25  or  more  Rye  registered  voters  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,750  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  monthly  health  clinics  in  the  Town  of  Rye. 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  by  Selectman  Low,  seconded  by  Selectman  Mills,  to  place  Article  19  on 
the  floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Low  asked  Colleen  Furlong,  head  of  Portsmouth  Regional  Health  Support 
Associates,  to  speak  to  the  article. 

Since  Ms.  Furlong  is  not  a  Rye  resident,  the  moderator  asked  the  voters  present  if  they 
would  allow  her  to  speak  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  allow  Ms.  Furlong  to  speak. 
Show  of  Hands.  So  voted. 

Ms.  Furlong  said  this  money  allows  them  to  do  community  clinics  in  the  I'own  of 
Rye,  including  blood  pressure  screening,  diabetic  screening,  nutrition  counseling  and  flu 
shots. 
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There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  19  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  20. 

ARTICLE  20.  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not 

including  appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other  appropriations  \oted 
separately,  the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by 
four  million  eight  hundred  seventy-nine  thousand  eight  hundred  ninety-six  dollars 
($4,879,896).  Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  default  operating  budget  shall  be  four 
million  five  hundred  twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($4,525,550),  which 
is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the  Town 
or  by  law  or  the  governing  body  may  hold  one  special  meeting,  in  accordance  with  RSA 
40:13,  X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised  operating  budget  only. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ladrie,  seconded  by  Ken  Fox,  to  place  this  article  on  the  floor 
for  discussion. 

Selectmen  Mills  moved  to  add  $10,000  to  the  bottom  line  of  the  operating  budget. 
Mr.  Rinker  said  this  is  so  we  can  address  the  overcrowding  in  Town  Hall  by  utilizing  the 
space  upstairs  which  would  mean  some  architectural  help  and  construction  work.  Mr. 
Rinker  said  this  is  short  term,  not  long  term.  Mr.  Fox  seconded  the  motion. 

This  $10,000  would  be  in  line  item  4902,  Town  Hall  Capital  Outlay,  Dept.  58.  account 
number  seven. 

Selectman  Fox  moved  to  further  increase  the  bottom  line  of  the  budget  by  $30,000  to 
be  used  to  support  the  Coalition  of  Communities  in  their  efforts  to  declare  the  funding  of 
education  through  the  property'  tax  method  illegal,  and  to  be  disbursed  over  the  course  of 
the  year  as  determined  necessary  by  your  selectmen.  The  $30,000  would  be  in  addition 
to  line  4153-08-462  Legal  Expense.  His  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Mills. 

Mr.  Fox  said  we  have  already  contributed  substantial  amounts  to  the  Coalition  and 
we'd  like  to  put  this  amount  of  money  into  the  budget  and  make  it  available  so  we  can 
continue  to  do  that  as  necessary. 

Moderator  Hoefle  said  we  have  two  amendments  on  the  floor.  We  will  take  them  in 
the  order  they  wore  presented.  The  first  amendment  was  to  increase  line  item  4902  by 
$10,000.    He  called  lor  discussion. 

Joe  Mills  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fox.    2/3  majority  required.  Vote: 
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Show  of  Hands.  Motion  carries. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  first  amendment  to  increase  the  operating 
budget  by  S10,000.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 

The  moderator  called  for  discussion  on  the  second  amendment. 

Robert  Wilder  said  he  has  been  following  the  coalition  lawsuit  and  he  supported  the 
Selectmen  and  the  town's  efforts.  He  said  we  have  to  stop  this  judicial  bickering  because 
it  doesn't  solve  anything.  80%  of  the  state  is  against  us;  20%  is  for  us.  Our  legislators 
will  not  be  able  to  overcome  those  odds.  We  as  a  community  need  to  come  up  v,'ith  a 
solution  to  solve  the  problem 

Rep.  Jane  Langley  said  this  is  not  a  town  problem,  it  is  a  state  problem.  She  said  this 
is  far  from  over.  She  felt  it  would  be  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish  for  the  Town  of  Rye 
not  to  spend  this  money  on  legal  fees.  Rep.  Langley  said  we  are  lucky  we  have  a 
coalition  we  can  join  with.  We  are  one  of  the  hardest  hit  communities  in  the  state.  She 
said  we  are  not  going  to  solve  the  state  problem  with  every  community  coming  up  with 
their  own  solution. 

Lester  Stevens  said  he  is  100%  behind  what  the  selectmen  are  trying  to  do.  What  the 
state  has  done  is  completely  unfair. 

Budget  Committee  member  Paula  Snyder  provided  the  proper  line  item  number  for 
the  amendment.  She  said  this  money  is  a  contribution  to  the  cost  of  legal  services.  We 
are  one  of  27  communities  involved.  There  is  no  stipulation  asking  all  of  these  27  towns 
and  cities  to  contribute  a  fair  share.  At  what  point  is  the  whole  burden  going  to  fall  on  a 
few  rather  than  27  equally? 

Selectman  Ken  Fox  said  it  is  our  belief  that  at  the  rate  of  2  Vz  million,  which  we  are 
currently  donating  to  this  fiind,  that  we're  not  reall>-  concerned  about  what  the  other 
communities  do.  We  feel  that  it  affects  us  in  such  a  large  proportion  compared  to  most  of 
them  (he  said  he  believed  we're  #2  behind  Moullonborough),  we  agree  that  this  is  a  fair 
amount.  We  think  this  is  a  small  price  to  pay  to  win  this  case. 

The  moderator  restated  the  amendment.  To  increase  the  bottom  line  of  the  budget  by 
$30,000  (line  4153-08-462). 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment. 
Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 
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It  was  moved  by  Joe  Mills  to  add  to  the  Selectmen's  contingency  fund  $30,000  (line 
item  01-4130-02-675)  for  the  purpose  of  making  appropriate  adjustments  to  the  wages 
and  salaries  of  town  employees  based  on  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  wage 
and  clarification  study  for  Va  of  the  year.    His  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Fox. 

Selectmen  Mills  said  the  preliminary  figures  on  the  wage  and  classification  study  came 
in  on  Friday  and  show  town  employees  are  undeipaid.  For  Va  of  the  year  we  would  like 
to  ask  to  add  $30,000  to  the  Selectmen's  contingency  fund.  He  said  this  has  to  be 
negotiated  with  the  unions  and  we  won't  just  hand  them  a  pile  of  money.  We  won't 
waste  the  money,  he  said. 

Mrs.  Snyder  said  we  are  all  in  agreement  that  wages  and  salaries  are  below 
neighboring  towns.  In  the  town  of  Rye  the  workload  on  our  department  heads  and  our 
employees  has  increased  tremendously  over  the  years.  "  Because  we  are  in  the  last  year 
of  multi-year  contracts,  where  the  percentage  increases  for  those  years  have  already  been 
approved  by  the  townspeople,  I  have  a  problem  with  putting  $30,000  into  an  operating 
budget  which  goes  against  what  the  townspeople  approved  two  and  three  years  ago.'"  She 
felt  the  increases  should  be  part  of  negotiations  for  the  new  contracts. 

Tow^n  Administrator  Earl  Rinker  explained  these  adjustments  would  be  made  outside 
the  union  contractual  negotiations.  Mr.  Rinker  explained  we're  in  the  last  year  of  the  3 
year  contracts  with  each  union  and  would  need  assurances  from  the  unions  that  they 
understood  this  is  not  a  COLA.  These  are  adjustments  to  be  made  on  specific  jobs,  based 
on  this  wage  and  classification  study.  He  said  although  we  don't  yet  have  all  the 
information,  we  really  pushed  to  get  this  information  before  this  deliberative  session 
because  we  tend  to  believe  we're  probably  underpaying  our  employees,  although  we 
don't  yet  know  which  ones  necessarily.  But  we  wanted  to  get  this  thing  done  so  the 
employees  wouldn't  be  waiting  another  entire  year.  Mr.  Rinker  said  we  have  a  whole  lot 
of  employees  in  town  who  are  not  union  anyway,  and  this  would  apply  to  those 
employees  as  well. 

Mrs.  Smder  asked  for  a  legal  opinion  from  Mike  Donovan. 

Town  Counsel  Donovan  responded  saying  the  Selectmen  use  Atty.  Upton  to  advise 
them  on  labor  relations  matters.  He  said  the  motion  to  amend  the  budget  itself,  in  his 
opinion,  is  appropriate.  How  the  Selectmen  would  then  go  about  implementing  the  wage 
and  classification  study  has  to  be  done  in  a  manner  that  is  compatible  with  the  collective 
bargaining  statute  which  does  require  that  increases  committed  to  the  union  contracts 
have  to  be  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

Moderator  Hoefle  restated  the  amendment  and  called  for  a  vote.  Show  of  Hands. 
Amendment  carries. 
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The  moderator  called  for  any  further  amendments  to  Article  20. 

Fire  Chief  Leon  Blaisdell  moved  to  increase  the  budget  by  $70,000  to  be  placed  in  the 
Safety  Building  (Fire  Station)  Capital  Reserve.  Dr.  Josephs  seconded  his  motion. 

Chief  Blaisdell  stated  this  would  be  added  to  the  capital  reserve  fund  that  was  initiated 
several  years  ago.  In  light  of  the  fact  that  we  won't  be  doing  anything  with  the  building 
this  year,  we'd  like  to  have  money  to  keep  the  momentum  going.  Cun-ently  we  have 
approximately  $122,000  in  that  capital  reserve. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment. 
Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 

Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  John  Moynahan,  announced  the  new  bottom  line 
figure  for  the  budget  is  $5,019,896.. 

There  being  no  further  action  taken  on  Article  20.  Moderator  Hoefle  ordered  Article 
20  placed  on  the  ballot,  as  amended. 

Selectman  Mills  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration  of  Articles  6  though  20.  His 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Low. 

Joe  Kenney  noted  we  have  just  increased  our  budget  by  about  11%.  He  said  Jeanne 
Shaheen  isn't  doing  this  to  us.  It  looks  like  we're  doing  something  to  ourselves.  He 
thought  we  were  looking  at  an  increase  in  the  tov-Ti's  tax  rate  of  maybe  $1 .50.  He  said  he 
hoped  the  Selectmen  have  a  surplus  to  offset  this  dramatic  increase. 

Selectman  Mills  said  there  was  $100,000  surplus  this  year  and  the  previous  year  there 
was  $340,000.  In  response  to  Mr.  Kenney.  Mr.  Mills  said  we  always  use  the  surplus  lo 
reduce  the  tax  rate. 

Mr.  Mills  said  the  purpose  of  his  motion  to  restrict  reconsideration  is  to  end  discussion 
of  any  changes  in  the  budget. 

Moderator  Dan  Hoefle  further  explained  the  motion  means  that  these  articles  cannot 
be  brought  up  later  in  this  deliberative  session. 

Drew  Doherty  asked  if  the  $1750  in  Article  19  was  a  one  time  thing  or  forever  more. 

Selectman  Mills  said  it  would  go  under  Regional  Associations  and  it  would  probably 
be  a  similar  amount  next  year.  Mr.  Low  said  each  year  each  organization  has  to  submit  a 
report  to  the  town  on  how  many  services  they  provide  to  our  citizens.  If  they  don't  do  it. 
we  don't  recommend  it. 
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The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  motion  to  restrict  reconsideration  of 
Articles  6  through  20.  Show  of  Hands.  Articles  6  through  20  are  declared 
restricted. 

The  moderator  read  Article  21. 

ARTICLE  21.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  35-B:2  II  to  restrict  100% 

of  revenues  received  from  "fees  and  charges'"  for  recreation,  to  be  deposited  into  a 
"revolving  recreation  programs  fund"',  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  leisure-time 
programs  and  other  such  recreational-related  activities  as  the  recreation  department  may 
deem  beneficial  to  its  patrons.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Rye  shall  have  custod\  of 
all  monies  in  the  fund,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  order  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  monies  shall  be  able  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year  and  not  be  deemed 
part  of  the  "'general  fund'".  (Majority  vote  required.) 

THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 
THIS  ARTICLE  IS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

It  was  moved  my  Chick  Hayden,  seconded  by  Bud  Jordan,  to  place  this  article  on  the 
floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Hayden  said  60%  of  the  Recreation  budget  is  covered  by  fees  for  the  various 
programs.  The  way  it  is  now,  all  fees  collected  go  into  the  general  fund.  When  the 
Recreation  Commission  makes  a  budget  request,  we  estimate  the  number  of  participants 
that  might  be  in  the  various  programs  and  come  up  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
running  those  programs.  This  revolving  fund  would  mean  that  the  fees  collected  for  the 
programs  go  into  the  re\olving  fund  and  the  Recreation  Department  then  can  turn  around 
and  pay  the  cost  of  running  those  programs  directly  to  those  supplying  the  services 

The  moderator  determined  there  was  no  further  discussion  on  the  article.  He  ordered 
Article  21  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  22. 

ARTICLE  22.  By  petition  of  Lester  Stevens  and  at  least  24  other  registered 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  modification  of 
the  Town's  Eldcriy  Exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  Town  of  Rye,  based  on  assessed 
value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  effective  November  1,  2001  as  follows:  for  a  person  65 
years  of  age  up  to  74  years  of  age,  $60,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  79  years  of 
age,  $75,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $90,000.  To  qualify  a  person  must 
have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five  years,  own  real  estate  individually 
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or  jointly.  If  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  a  spouse,  then  the  person  seeking  the  exemption 
must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net 
income  of  not  more  than  $40,000,  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than 
$59,900  and  own  assets  not  in  excess  of  $199,000,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's 
residence. 

It  was  moved  by  Lester  Stevens,  seconded  by  John  Moynahan,  to  place  Article  22  on 
the  floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Stevens  moved  to  amend  Article  22  by  deleting  the  words  "effective  November  1, 
2001".  His  motion  was  seconded  by  Joe  Kenney. 

Mr.  Stevens  addressed  the  audience  and  displayed  a  chart  explaining  his  article. 

Following  Mr.  Stevens'  presentation,  the  moderator  determined  there  was  no  further 
discussion.  He  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment 
carries. 

Robert  Wilder  spoke  about  the  appraisal  process  and  its  effect  on  the  statewide 
property  tax. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  22  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  amended. 

The  moderator  read  Article  23. 


ARTICLE  23.  On  petition  of  Joan  Dawley  and  at  least  24  other  registered  \  oters 

of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  on  Article  )  8  of  the 
2000  Town  Meeting  to  convey  an  easement  to  a  subdivision  of  the  State  of  N.H.  and 
instead  to  adopt  a  Town  Forest  Management  Plan  under  the  same  terms  as  in  the 
easement  agreement  except  that  control,  ownership  and  management  of  the  town  forest 
shall  remain  100%  with  the  citizens  of  Rye  with  a  5  member  Forest  Management 
Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve  for  alternating  3  \  ear 
terms  to  oversee  all  aspects  of  the  management  plan. 


It  was  moved  by  Joan  Dawley,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey,  to  place  this  article  on  the 
Hoor  for  discussion. 

The  moderator  called  for  discussion. 
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Mrs.  Dawley  said  "I  was  debating  the  issue  of  protection  of  the  Town  Forest  with  Mel 
Low  one  day.  He  said  we  have  to  deed  the  development  rights  out  of  Town  so  we  can 
never  be  allowed  to  use  them.  I  said  to  him  'You  don't  trust  the  people  of  Rye,  do  you?' 
And  Mel  answered  me  'You're  darned  right  I  don't!' 

There  is  the  whole  difference  in  the  Selectmen's  approach  and  mine.  I  trust  the  people 
of  Rye.  and  if  I  didn't.  I  wouldn't  want  to  live  here. 

Article  23  requires  that  you  put  all  of  your  trust  in  the  citizens  of  Rye.    The  terms  of 
protection  are  the  same  as  in  the  easement.  It  is  not  a  conveyance  of  property  however 
but  a  plan  to  keep  it  100%  in  our  own  hands.    It  is  no  less  a  guarantee  against  future 
development,  as  long  as  you  trust  in  the  wisdom  of  the  people  of  Rye  to  govern 
themselves  intelligently. 

The  Selectmen,  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  people  who  were  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  sei"v'e  on  the  easement  committee  have  done  their  best  to  silence  me  on 
this  issue. 

Mr.  Moderator,  1  would  like  permission  to  make  some  final  comments  after  ever\  one 
including  the  Selectmen  has  had  an  opportunity  to  speak.'' 

Selectman  Low  said  '"  This  is  not  my  finest  hour.  I  know  what  Joan's  upset  about  but 
the  way  this  thing  happened  ...  I  trust  the  people  of  Rye  to  vote  on  that  easement.  They 
did  last  year.  It  was  won  overwhelmingly.  I  had  no  misgivings  it  would  win 
overwhelmingly  again.  The  Town  Forest  Committee  came  to  us  with  a  recommendation 
and  the  final  easement,  and  the  attorney  told  us,  because  of  last  year's  vote,  we  were 
obligated  to  sign  it.  I  abstained.  My  two  colleagues  signed  it.  but  they  hadn't  made  any 
statement  like  I  had  and  I  tip  my  hat  to  them.  After  it  was  done,  I  signed  it.".  Mr.  Low 
said  he  has  read  that  easement  and  he  belie\es  in  it .  "Do  I  trust  in  the  future  what's  going 
to  happen  to  this  town?  No  I  don't''  he  said.  "You  only  have  to  look  around.  The 
biggest  problem  we  have  is  everybody  wants  to  develop.  They  want  their  fair  share  of  the 
money.  We  have  pledged  that  Town  Forest  to  the  citizens  of  this  town  forever.  We  don't 
have  to  worry  about  a  Fire  Station  or  a  Post  Office  or  whate\er.  We  will  be  able  to  walk 
our  dogs."'  "If  this  hadn't  been  done  in  New  York  City  they  wouldn't  have  Central  Park. 
The  Town  of  Kingston  has  just  done  the  same  thing.  We  have  not  given  up  ownership. 
We  have  not  given  up  management.  It  is  still  our  Town  Forest  and  will  be  a  town  furest 
forever." 

Jack  Tobey  asked  Atty.  Donovan  if  the  passing  of  this  article  would  rescind  the 
easement? 
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Atty.  Donovan  responded  no,  because  the  easement  has  alread}'  been  signed  and 
recorded.  He  said  the  statute  requires  any  article  that  has  been  petitioned  must  be  on 
the  warrant,  whether  it  is  legal  or  illegal  or  whether  it  is  moot  or  not  moot. 

Jack  Tobey  said  just  for  the  record  he  is  still  against  this.  "  I  think  the  people  of  Rye 
are  smart  enough  to  run  their  own  business." 

Ray  Jarvis  said  for  the  past  three  years  he's  been  chairman  of  the  Town  Forest 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  He  said  he  had  not  realized  how  difficult  and  how  long 
this  process  would  take.  He  said  the  committee  was  established  in  1998  to  do  two 
things.  One  was  to  find  a  method  to  preserve  into  perpetuity  the  Town  Forest  as  open 
conservation  land.  '"We  investigated  and  the  only  way  we  could  find  lo  do  it  was  to 
convey  an  easement  to  an  outside  party.  This  was  confirmed  by  town  counsel  who  wrote 
to  the  committee  in  1998  saying  Tn  summary,  in  my  opinion,  short  of  granting  a 
conservation  restriction  to  an  outside  party,  there  is  no  way  that  I  know  of  that  the  1 999 
Town  Meeting  could  establish  a  conservation  restriction  that  a  future  town  meeting  could 
not  vote  to  rescind.'  In  essence,  if  we  want  to  protect  the  forest  in  perpetuity,  we  ha\e  to 
convey  the  development  rights  outside  of  the  town  where  they  would  be  locked  up.  The 
second  charge  of  the  committee  was  to  establish  a  legally  binding  restriction  to  prevent 
any  development.  This  went  to  eight  drafts.  The  drafts  were  made  a\'aiiable  at  the 
Library  and  the  Town  Hall.  A  larger  committee  was  set  up  including  tliree  attorneys. 
After  multiple  drafts  we  had  a  Public  Hearing.  The  result  is  a  fine  document  and  it 
carries  out  the  intent  of  last  year's  article."  Mr.  Jarvis  thanked  everybody  who  had  been 
involved,  including  those  who  opposed  and  criticized  this  because  some  of  the  changes 
that  were  made  in  the  document  came  from  those  who  were  opposed  and  critical.  Mr. 
Jarvis  said  he  felt  the  next  step  is  to  determine  how  bad  the  health  of  the  forest  is  and  set 
up  a  management  plan  so  that  we  can  return  it  to  a  healthy  stage.  He  said  he  thought 
they'd  responded  to  just  about  everybod>"s' objection  except  for  the  fact  we  couldn't  keep 
it  within  the  town.  "If  we  could  have,  we  would  have.  Our  hearts  are  all  in  the  same 
place  and  we  should  all  be  proud  of  ourselves  for  setting  things  up  so  the  coming 
generations  won't  have  to  repeatedly  fight  town  politics  and  the  pressures  of 
development." 

Bill  Ladrie  said  although  it  was  no  reflection  on  Mr.  Jarvis,  who  v/orked  hard  to  put 
this  together,  he  agreed  with  Mrs.  Dawley  and  Mr.  Tobey  that  we  have  enough  people  in 
this  town  who  could  have  operated  this. 

Paula  Merritt  asked  if  there  would  be  a  statement  on  the  ballot  which  will  indicate  that 
the  easement  has  already  been  signed. 
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Atty.  Donovan  explained  the  warrant  and  the  ballot  are  two  different  things,  and  while 
the  Selectmen  may  put  explanatory  notes  on  the  warrant  for  the  deliberative  session,  they 
can't  really  put  them  on  the  ballot. 

Mrs.  Merritt  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  23. 

To  add  the  words:  Article  23  will  NOT  protect  the  Town  Forest  from  future 
development.  In  addition,  management  of  the  Forest  will  be  taken  away  from  the  Rye 
Conservation  Commission. 

Mr.  Jarvis  seconded  her  motion. 

Mrs.  Merritt  explained  she  would  like  to  clarify  this  article  for  all  the  people  who  are 
not  here.  We  have  a  large  electorate  who  are  not  here  who  will  absolutely  not  understand 
why  we.  for  the  third  year  in  a  row,  have  another  article  concerning  the  Town  Forest. 

Moderator  Hoefle  restated  the  amendment. 

Paula  Mahoney,  Conservation  Commission  member,  said  she  did  not  understand  liow 
we  could  overturn  a  decision  that  was  so  overwhelmingly  made  last  year.  She  said  the 
decision  was  to  keep  the  Town  Forest  and  she  can"t  understand  what  \\e"re  worried 
about.  Ms.  Mahoney  said  it  is  sad  commentary  to  think  that  we  can  attempt  to  overturn  a 
vote.  We  should  trust  our  citizens,  she  said,  and  I  think  that  we  did  trust  our  citizens. 
She  agreed  with  the  amendment. 

There  being  no  further  comments  on  the  amendment,  the  moderator  called  for  a  vote. 
Show  of  Hands.    Amendment  carries. 

Mr.  Hoeflo  called  for  any  further  discussion  to  the  amended  article. 

Joan  Dawley  made  the  following  statement: 

"Your  Constitutional  right  to  a  fair  vote  has  been  taken  away  from  you  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  this  is  the  2"*^  year  in  a  row  that  they  have  violated  your  riglits  on  tlie 
Town  Forest  issue. 

Here  is  the  newsletter  that  was  sent  to  your  homes  last  year.  On  page  one  it 
announces  "A  publication  of  the  Rye,  new  Hampshire  Board  of  Selectmen'  and  inside 
appears  an  article  entitled  'Please  Help  to  Permanently  Protect  the  Rye  Town  Forest" 
asking  for  an  aftlrmative  vote  on  Article  18. 

It  is  against  the  law  for  Selectmen  to  use  taxpayers'  money  to  influence  the  vote. 
They  know  they  are  guilty  and  yet  they  refused  to  do  the  fair  and  honest  thing  and  repeat 
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the  vote  this  year.  And  now  they  have  sabotaged  a  citizens"  petition  to  get  the  question 
fairly  before  the  voters.  When  this  petition  was  filed  on  January  9,  2001,  the  forest 
easement  had  not  yet  been  signed;  in  fact  it  was  not  finished  yet. 

The  Selectmen  were  duty  bound  to  the  voters  to  correct  their  illegal  acts  of  last  year 
and  stop  trying  to  impose  their  own  will  on  the  voters.  Instead,  they  thumbed  their  noses 
at  the  voters  and  every  one  of  those  three  Selectmen  hurriedly  signed  the  final  easement 
and  removed  your  right  to  vote  on  a  legally  presented  warrant  article. 

Your  rights  are  gone  forever,  and  the  vote  on  this  article  means  nothing.  Regardless 
of  your  opinion  on  how  the  forest  should  be  protected,  I  hope  you  are  as  outraged  as  I  am 
that  the  Selectmen  have  flagrantly  \'iolated  our  rights. 

Ask  them  why  they  were  in  such  a  rush  to  sign  that  easement  on  January  29"^  instead  of 
waiting  until  after  you  voted  on  this  Article?  Ask  them,  too,  why  they  allow  Jim  Raynes 
to  get  up  and  speak  in  favor  of  deeding  away  the  development  rights  to  176  acres  of  our 
land  when  he  serves  as  both  Chairman  of  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission  and  Director 
of  the  Grantee  Rockingham  County  Conservation  District.  This  is  a  clear  conflict  of 
interest.  Be  vigilant  and  ask  them  why  they  have  violated  your  Constitutional  rights. 
Meanwhile,  let  this  meaningless  Article  stay  on  the  ballot  as  a  reminder  of  how  they  have 
deprived  you  of  your  right  to  vote!"" 

Moderator  Dan  Hoefle  asked  if  there  was  further  discussion  on  the  amended  article. 
There  being  none  he  ordered  Article  23,  as  amended,  placed  on  the  ballot. 

The  moderator  read  Article  24. 

ARTICLE  24.  On  petition  of  Joseph  Mills  and  at  least  24  other  registered  voters 

of  the  Town  of  Rye.  to  sec  if  the  townspeople  of  Rye  will  reaffirm  their  1 999  vote  to 
erect  a  roofed  bandstand  on  Parson's  Field  Town  Common,  as  approved  in  the  1999 
Warrant  Article  28,  to  be  erected  without  expense  to  the  Town. 

It  was  moved  by  Selectman  Mills,  seconded  by  Drew  Doherty,  to  place  this  article  on 
the  floor  for  discussion. 

.loe  Mills  said  the  plans  right  now  are  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  moveable  stage 
erected  on  Parsons  Field.  He  said  he  would  prefer  to  see  a  bandstand  with  a  roof  Mr. 
Mills  said  Michael  Donovan  had  said,  according  to  his  research  of  the  deed,  the  article 
that  was  voted  two  or  three  >ears  ago  v\as  illegal.  Since  that  time  further  research  has 
disclosed  some  notes  by  the  attorney  representing  the  Parsons  Park  Corporation  so  that 
now  Atty.  Donovan  is  not  100%  sure.  He  quoted  "The  within  con\eyed  premises  are 
subject  to  restrictions  that  the  premises  be  forever  held  as  open  space  for  use  as  a  town 
common  and  that  no  building  structures  shall  be  erected  on  the  property  except  structures 
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such  as  memorials,  picnic  areas,  roadways  and  other  similar  structures  directly  associated 
with  this  purpose."  Mr.  Mills  said  there  was  question  between  the  selectmen  back  then  as 
to  whether  there  would  be  any  buildings  or  structures.  It  all  depends  who  determines 
"structure".  He  said  he  felt  if  this  goes  to  court  it  will  be  a  50/50  tossup  as  to  whether  it 
is  allowed  or  not. 

Selectman  Fox  asked  if  a  roofed  bandstand  is  still  portable?  Answer:  "yes". 

Mr.  Fox  then  asked  if  that  changed  the  character  because  it  is  moveable  and  can  be 
removed  from  the  field? 

Atty.  Donovan  said  he  was  not  sure  whether  it  does  or  not. 

Drew  Doherty  attempted  to  answer  Ken"s  question  by  saying  it  is  reaffirming  the  vote 
from  the  previous  warrant  article  that  passed  with  a  75%  majority.  That  article  was  for  a 
permanent  bandstand.  He  felt  the  answer  would  probably  be  yes. 

Mr.  Fox  asked  if  Mr.  Mills  would  be  willing  to  amend  it  to  "portable"? 

Atty.  Donovan  said  he  thought  Mr.  Doherty  was  probably  correct.  It  can  be  amended 
to  change  that  but  the  amendment  would  have  to  get  rid  of  the  word  "reaffirm".  Atty. 
Donovan  then  read  the  1999  warrant  article  and  noted  it  did  not  contain  the  word 
"permanent". 

Mr.  Doherty  said  if  the  existing  platform  is  in  fact  temporar}'  then  we  shouldn't  be 
arguing  about  anything. 

Bud  Jordan  said  he  thought  they  would  be  putting  up  a  temporary  unit  in  the  spring 
and  taking  it  down  in  the  fall.  He  said  he  did  not  know  there  w^as  a  situation  where  il 
would  become  permanent. 

Bill  Ladrie  said  this  is  a  nice  park  and  we  could  build  something  nice  there  and  not 
have  to  take  it  down. 

Selectmen  Fox  said  based  on  Atty.  Donovan's  statement  that  a  permanent  structure  on 
that  field  would  still,  in  his  mind,  be  illegal,  based  on  the  original  incorporators  of  the 
field,  he  would  like  to  amend  this  article  to  include  the  word  "portable"  before  the 
words  "'roofed  bandstand".  Paula  Merritt  seconded  his  motion  to  amend. 

The  moderator  read  the  article  with  the  proposed  amendment:  On  petition  of  .loseph 
Mills  and  at  least  24  other  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  townspeople 
of  Rye  will  reaffirm  their  1999  vote  to  erect  a  portable,  roofed  bandstand  on  Parson's 
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Field  Town  Common,  as  approved  in  the  1999  Warrant  Article  28,  lo  be  erected  without 
expense  to  the  Town. 

He  called  for  further  discussion  on  the  amendment. 

Lester  Stevens  said  he  did  not  feel  a  permanent  structure  would  hurt  that  area. 

Selectman  Low  said  "Way  back  when  this  land  was  deeded  to  the  tow  n,  the  deed  said, 
1  can't  remember  exactly,  but  it  was  no  permanent  structure.  If  you  want  a  bandstand,  he 
said,  make  it  portable."  "There  are  a  few  of  the  shareholders  left  to  defend  what  the  intent 
of  that  was."  He  said  he  had  no  problem  with  a  portable  bandstand. 

Jean  Low  asked  if  the  amendment,  as  it  is  written  with  the  word  ""reaffirmed"  in  it,  is 
sending  kind  of  a  mixed  message? 

Ken  Fox  replied  that  the  original  article  did  not  have  the  words  in  it  to  be  permanent, 
so  reaffirming  the  previous  vote  would  just  reaffirm  the  fact  that  it  wasn't  permanent  and 
this  would  change  it  to  make  it  portable. 

Randy  Crapo  questioned  our  ability  to  amend  the  petitioned  articles  of  24  people  and 
change  the  meaning  of  these  articles.  Atty.  Donovan  indicated  that  it  was  appropriate, 
under  Senate  Bill  2,  to  amend  these  articles.  Mr.  Crapo  expressed  his  astonishment  that 
we  could  essentially  amend  these  to  death.  So,  he  concluded,  when  an  article  is  petitioned 
there  is  no  guarantee  it  will  be  on  the  ballot  the  way  it  originated. 

Selectmen  Fox  answered  that  SB2  allows  these  changes. 

Drew  Doherty  said  he  wanted  to  clarify  a  couple  points.  The  deed  says  "to  remain 
open  space  for  use  as  a  town  common".  It  says  nothing  about  structures.  There  is  a 
misconception  that  it  was  deeded  over  to  the  town.  Not  so.  Drew  said.  We  bought  that 
for  use  as  a  town  common.  The  warrant  articles  that  had  nientioned  structures  did  not 
pass.  The  warrant  article  that  did  not  mention  structures,  passed. 

Mr.  Doherty  said  the  1999  article  passed  with  a  75%  majority,  even  with  Atty. 
Donovan's  opinion  that  it  was  illegal.  Since  then  he  has  revised  his  opinion  to  a 
60%/40%  of  the  possibility  that  was  illegal. 

Atty.  Donovan  read  exactly  what  he  had  advised  the  Selectmen  in  April  2000  after 
reviewing  a  lot  of  new  information  that  had  been  provided  to  him.  some  of  that  gathered 
by  Mr.  Doherty.  "Overall  I  would  say  that  this  new  information  reduces  my  confidence 
in  my  opinion  from  a  level  of  what  was  about  80/20%  to  one  that  is  closer  to  60%/40%)  or 
perhaps  even  55%  to  45%.  It  is  a  close  call." 
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Mr.  Doherty  mentioned  the  possibility  of  taking  the  town  to  court  o\er  this.  He  said, 
but  "That's  us.  Why  would  we  take  ourselves  to  court?"  He  said  he  felt  we  should  just 
go  ahead,  this  is  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  build  a  bandstand  and  if  someone  objects  to  it.  let 
them  take  us  to  court. 

Following  further  discussion,  Mr.  Doherty  urged  rejection  of  the  amendment. 

After  determining  there  was  no  further  discussion  on  the  amendment,  the  moderator 
called  for  a  vote.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 

There  being  no  further  discussion  on  the  article  as  amended,  the  moderator  ordered 
Article  24  placed  on  the  ballot,  as  amended. 

The  moderator  read  Article  25. 

ARTICLE  25.  On  petition  of  Andrew  Doherty  and  24  or  more  registered  \oters 

of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  in  favor  of  electing  the  members  to  the 
Rye  Historic  District  Commission  by  ballot  vote  at  town  elections.  The  term  of  an 
elected  Historic  District  Commission  member  shall  be  3  years.  The  initial  terms  of 
members  elected  to  the  Historic  District  Commission  shall  be  staggered  so  that  no  more 
than  2  elections  occur  annually  except  when  required  to  fill  vacancies. 

Selectmen 's  Note:  Town  counsel  has  advised  that  state  law  does  not  allow  members  of 
an  historic  district  commission  to  be  elected.   They  must  be  appointed. 

It  was  moved  by  Andrew  Doherty,  seconded  by  Bill  Ladrie,  to  place  this  article  on  the 
floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Doherty  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  read  as  follows: 

On  petition  of  Andrew  Doherty  and  24  or  more  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  in  favor  of  requesting  our  State  Representatives  to  file 
legislation  to  change  RSA  673:4  from: 

'The  historic  district  commission  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  3  members  and  no  more 

than  7  members  who  shall  be  appointed  in  a  manner  as  prescribed  by  the  local  legislative 

body" 

to: 

"The  historic  district  commission  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  3  members  and  no  more 

than  7  members  who  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  in  a  manner  as  prescribed  by  the  local 

legislative  body." 
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This  will  permit  the  town  to  choose  to  either  elect  or  appoint  the  members  of  the 
Historic  District  Commission  as  it  may  judge  necessary  for  managing  its  affairs. 

Bill  Ladrie  questioned  the  way  the  terms  of  an  elected  commission  would  be  set  up. 

Moderator  Hoefle  determined  there  was  no  further  discussion  and  read  the  amended 
article.  He  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment 
carries. 

There  being  no  further  action  on  this  article,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  25  placed 
on  the  ballot  as  amended. 

The  moderator  read  Article  26. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  advise  the  Planning  Board  and  the 

Board  of  Adjustment  that  the  conversion  of  coastal  business,  commercial,  and  residential 
properties  into  residential  developments  having  densities  greater  than  one  dwelling  unit 
per  acre  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  and  not  in  the 
public  interest.  And  Further,  to  request  the  Planning  Board  to  review  the  master  plan  and 
zoning  ordinances  to  address  the  conversion  of  business,  commercial  and  residential 
properties  in  the  coastal  area. 

It  was  moved  by  Selectman  Fox,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mills,  to  place  this  article  on  the 
floor  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Fox  said  the  purpose  of  this  warrant  article  is  to  garner  as  much  public  opinion  as 
possible  to  send  a  \  ciy  clear  message  to  our  Board  of  Adjustment  and  Planning  Board 
that  a  real  threat  exists  to  this  community  that  could  change  the  character  of  the  town  on  a 
permanent  basis.  Recently  at  a  Board  of  Adjustment  meeting  a  property  was  asked  to  be 
granted  approval  to  convert  to  condominiums,  which  would  be  probably  more  attractive 
for  that  particular  parcel  of  land.  However,  I  spoke  against  it  because  approval  of  this 
would  open  the  floodgates  to  many  other  opportunities  by  developers  and  property 
owners  to  again  forever  change  the  coastline  of  the  Town  of  Rye.  We  estimate  there  is  a 
possibility  of  upwards  of  thirty  property  locations  along  the  coast  that  would 
automatically  file  to  follow  the  same  suit  as  this  other  piece  of  property  that  came  before 
the  Board  of  Adjustment.  He  said  the  Selectmen  feel  \\c  need  to  send  a  very  clear 
message  to  our  boards.  In  addition,  he  said,  we  would  like  to  sec  our  boards  enact 
something  on  a  legal  basis  that  would  make  it  permanent  and  not  allow  for  these 
adjustments. 
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Mr.  Fox  read  a  letter  the  Selectmen  had  received  from  Debra  Crapo  saying  she  was 
disturbed  to  see  any  talk  of  expanding  the  sewer  in  the  future  to  accommodate 
de\elopers.  She  asked  if  everyone  had  forgotten  we  were  forced  to  put  the  sewer  in  long 
ago  and  that  assurances  were  made  by  elected  town  officials  at  public  sessions  and  town 
meetings  to  voters  of  this  town  that  the  sewer  would  never  be  used  to  promote  an 
expansion  in  Rye.  Continuing  with  Mrs.  Crapo' s  letter.  Mr.  Fox  read  "Please  remember 
that  the  sewer  was  the  solution  to  a  difficult  problem  and  never  intended  to  be  a  great 
way  for  profit  makers  to  benefit.  It  would  be  a  violation  of  the  public  trust  to  expand  the 
sewer.  I  would  be  first  in  line  to  contest  any  expansion  for  the  purpose  of  developers 
benefiting  from  the  state  mandate  we  had  forced  on  us.  In  my  opinion  it  is  the  obligation 
of  the  Selectmen,  the  Sewer  Commission,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  Planning 
Board  to  respect  and  uphold  the  public  trust  and  hold  to  the  assurances  and  guarantees 
this  town  relied  on  when  they  voted  to  support  the  construction  of  the  sewer  and  the  cost 
that  accompanied.  I  am  officially  requesting  written  notification  of  any  future  meetings 
or  negotiations  that  are  planned  concerning  the  expansion  of  the  present  sewer  system. 
This  should  not  be  an  issue  the  town  is  even  considering.  I  would  like  to  know  how  it  has 
become  one.  and  who  is  responsible  for  this.  Thank  you  in  advance  for  your  attention  to 
this  important  matter.  Please  reply  in  writing  to  me  at  the  above  address.  Sincerely, 
Debbie  Crapo" 

Mrs.  Crapo  moved  to  add  the  following  sentence  to  the  end  of  Article  26:  It  is  also 
not  the  intent  of  the  Town  to  expand  existing  sewer  systems  to  open  up  land  to  higher 
density  development.    Mr.  Crapo  seconded  her  motion. 

Mrs.  Crapo  said  she  understood  this  was  an  advisory  article  and  her  letter  speaks  for 
itself  She'd  been  surprised  to  read  in  the  paper  that  the  sewer  was  going  to  be  expanded. 
Mrs.  Crapo  said  she  has  the  greatest  respect  for  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  but  they 
should  look  at  the  broad  picture  when  they  start  talking  about  expansion  Extending  the 
sewer  system  to  accommodate  big  buildings  opens  ourselves  up  for  a  real  danger  of 
looking  something  like  Hampton  Beach  in  the  end.  "We're  a  rural  community  with  a 
wonderilil  coastline.  We  should  preserve  that""  she  said.  "The  power  the  Sewer 
Commission  has  is  great  but  I  would  ask  them  to  come  back  to  the  people  whenever  there 
is  a  major  decision  to  be  made,  not  just  to  do  something  that  has  ramifications  down  the 
road."  Mrs.  Crapo  said  she'd  spoken  with  Mr.  Ladrie  lately  and  he  was  of  the  opinion 
that  septic  systems  pollute  and  when  you  can  pull  out  a  septic  system  and  tie  into  the 
sewer  system,  you're  helping  the  ecology.  "1  agree",  she  said,  "but  that  is  just  one  thing 
to  be  considered.  You  have  to  think  of  what  we're  going  to  do  to  this  town."' 

Chairman  of  the  Sewer  Commission,  William  Ladrie,  said  the  Sewer  Commission  has 
had  no  communications  with  anybody  about  extending  the  sewer.  When  they  get  people 
v^'ho  want  to  hook  up  to  the  sewer,  each  case  is  looked  at  individually.  He  said  he  did  not 
think  it  was  his  job  to  say  what  kind  of  buildings  go  up  in  the  Town  of  Rye.  The  only 
thing  his  job  consists  of  is  to  take  care  of  the  sewer  to  the  best  of  his  ability  at  no  cost  to 
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the  Town  of  Rye.  When  people  hookup  onto  the  sewer,  he  said,  '"we  charge  them  and  we 
charge  them  good".  Mr.  Ladrie  said  his  meetings  with  Portsmouth  officials  have 
established  there  is  no  capacity  from  Portsmouth  for  sewering  Lafayette  Road.  That  took 
Whitehorse  out  of  the  picture  and  Lafayette  Road  out  of  the  picture.  Mr.  Ladrie  said  "If 
you  people  gave  all  the  permits  for  this  cottage  on  the  beach,  and  it  goes  to  three  stories, 
I'm  not  interested  in  that.  It's  going  to  pollute  and  if  people  are  looking  to  stop  the 
construction  because  of  the  sewer,  all  I  can  say  is  if  he  gets  a  permit  to  build  the  sewer  for 
that  big  house,  which  he  could  very  well  get,  would  you  rather  see  him  hooked  up  to  the 
sewer  or  would  you  rather  see  it  polluted  when  this  building,  during  a  storm,  is 
completely  surrounded  by  water?" 

Mr.  Low  said  he  is  the  Selectmen's  representative  to  the  Planning  Board.  He  said 
"We  saw  this  coming,  about  taking  business  properties,  tearing  down  the  business 
establishment,  and  making  it  a  residential  unit.  This  isn't  allowed  in  our  zoning.  It  has  to 
go  to  Special  Exception.  When  we  did  the  study  for  the  school  expansions,  these 
conversions  weren't  even  thought  of  If  we  allow  this  condominium  conversion  to 
continue,  we'll  have  problems  in  our  schools.  We'll  also  lose  our  seasonal  business 
which  is  so  important  to  our  town.  We'll  lose  our  restaurants,  our  motels,  our  cottages. 
An  example  is  the  Dunes  where  there  are  41  units'".  Mr.  Low  recommended  citizens 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  Planning  Board  to  voice  their 
opposition,  because  if  they  only  have  the  developer  there,  it  will  go  through.  The  two 
boards  have  to  see  the  opposition. 

The  moderator  read  the  amendment. 

Debra  Crapo  said  the  Sewer  Commission  has  done  nothing  vvTong  so  far.  She  said  the 
article  she  read  was  that  the  Board  of  Adjustment  was  referring  to  the  sewer  being 
expanded  in  order  to  give  a  permit  to  someone.  "Then",  she  said.  "I  read  the  Planning 
Board  is  referring  to  the  sewer  being  expanded.  Those  are  the  two  boards  that  need  to 
watch  what  they're  doing."  She  said  that  wording  should  not  be  coming  out  of  the 
Planning  Board  or  the  Board  of  Adjustment  because  no  one  in  this  town  would  have 
voted  for  the  sewer  in  the  first  place  if  what  is  being  said  today  was  said  ten  years  ago. 

Joe  Mills  said  if  the  sewer  is  expanded  he  believed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would 
probably  wind  up  going  to  court.  He  said  he  was  sorry  to  say  that  but  we  are  adamant 
about  this.  The  sewer  was  created  for  the  district  that  it  is  now  and  we  went  to  vote  with 
you  people  and  we  fought  to  get  the  60/40  cost  sharing  of  the  construction  costs  of  the 
sewer  and,  he  said,  if  it  is  expanded  he  thought  they  have  to  go  back  to  town  meeting  and 
they  run  the  risk  of  losing  the  40%  cost  sharing  of  the  sewer.  We  fought  long  and  hard  to 
get  that,  Mr.  Mills  said,  and  he  did  not  want  to  see  it  get  lost  now. 

Mr.  Ladrie  responded  saying  their  attorney  told  them  the  decision  of  expanding  or 
extending  can  be  left  to  the  Sewer  Commissioners.  If  they  think  that  it's  a  wrong 
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extension,  it  is  lejft  up  to  the  Commission.   He  said  if  you  people  are  going  to  take  over 
the  Sewer  Commission,  there  is  no  sense  in  having  us. 

Lester  Stevens  said  Mr.  Mills  is  right  on  the  point  of  expansion.  At  the  present  time, 
he  said,  the  work  of  the  Sewer  Commission  is  right  on  target.  He  said  it  was  his 
understanding  the  Hampton  sewerage  system  is  overworked.  If  that's  the  case  then  it  is 
the  same  scenario  as  Portsmouth. 

Paula  Snyder  said  she  agreed  with  the  article  in  that  maybe  it  will  help  the  two  boards 
to  look  at  the  zoning  ordinances  we  already  have.  Under  our  zoning  a  condo  conversion 
requires  a  Special  Exception.  She  said  upon  reading  the  minutes  of  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  she  doesn't  feel  the  ordinances  are  being  followed. 
Regarding  the  sewer,  Paula  said  we  do  have  a  Sewer  Ordinance.  We  have  a  Use 
Ordinance  and  a  Cost  Recovery  Ordinance.  The  Sewer  Use  Ordinance  has  a  special 
section  for  extension  and  expansion  of  the  sewer.  Extension  is  extending  the  line  to  an 
undeveloped  property  within  the  sewer  area,  and  that  person  pays  for  that  site.  Expansion 
is  taking  the  pipe  outside  the  sewer  area  beyond  whatever  was  originally  to  be  sewered. 
That  expansion  of  the  system  requires  a  vote  of  the  townspeople. 

Bill  Ladrie  said  at  this  time  we  are  not  up  to  1/3  of  the  capacity  of  the  contract  with 
Hampton.  He  said  we  have  a  20  year  contract  with  Hampton.  When  they  said  they 
wanted  a  moratorium  on  Rye  sewerage  because  they  didn't  have  the  capacity  down  there, 
I  made  a  phone  call,  Bill  said.  He  reminded  them  of  the  contract  and  said  a  moratorium 
would  necessitate  a  renegotiation  of  the  contract.  They  agreed.  Right  now  we  have  512 
people  on  the  sewer.  We're  not  up  to  1/3  of  the  allowed  capacity. 

Betty  Menson,  Board  of  Adjustment  member,  said  she  has  been  serving  on  that  board 
for  six  years  and  those  of  us  in  the  planning  area  really  do  want  to  do  what  the  people  of 
the  town  want  us  to  do.  The  pressures  on  these  boards  is  unbelievable,  she  said.  When  I 
was  originally  appointed  to  the  board  we  would  have  three  or  four  agenda  items.  At  this 
point  we  quite  often  have  ten  or  eleven  items  on  the  agenda.  There  is  tremendous 
pressure  on  both  of  these  boards  to  expand  houses,  to  put  in  new  developments,  to  allow 
condo  conversions.  It  is  very  important  the  people  who  work  on  these  boards  know  what 
the  sentiment  of  the  towTi  is.  We  have  a  real  concern  that  we  represent  you  people.  As 
many  of  you  know,  Mrs.  Menson  stated,  many  of  our  decisions  are  taken  further  into  the 
court  system.  She  asked  everyone  to  be  interested.  Let  the  people  in  your  area  who  serve 
on  the  board  know  how  you  feel,  and  keep  track  of  what  is  happening  in  Rye. 

The  moderator  reread  the  amendment:  To  add  the  sentence  "It  is  also  not  the  intent  of 
the  town  to  expand  existing  sewer  systems  to  open  up  land  to  higher  density 
development." 

He  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 
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Upon  ascertaining  there  would  be  no  further  action  on  this  article,  the  moderator 
ordered  Article  26  placed  on  the  ballot  as  amended. 

The  moderator  read  Article  27. 


ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  release 

two  drainage  easements  over  two  lots  on  Central  Road  owned  by  Paul  R.  Chase  and 
Martha  B.  Chase  (Tax  Map  12,  Lot  19)  and  Pauline  Garrity  (Tax  Map  12,  Lot  20), 
respectively,  each  of  which  were  granted  to  the  Town  on  May  14,  1984  by  Paul  R.  Chase 
and  Martha  B.  Chase  by  the  first  paragraph  of  an  easement  deed  recorded  at  Book  2491, 
Page  0413  of  the  Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds.  These  drainage  easements, 
which  are  no  longer  required,  are  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Subdivision  of  Land,  Rye, 
New  Hampshire  for  Paul  Chase,"  recorded  as  Plan  No.  D- 11 921  in  the  Rockingham 
County  Registry  of  Deeds.  And  Further,  to  ratify  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
executing  a  Quitclaim  Deed  on  January  22,  1996  releasing  a  third  easement  over  the 
Chase  lot,  said  third  easement  having  also  been  granted  to  the  Town  by  the  May  14,  1984 
easement  deed. 

It  was  moved  by  Bud  Jordan,  seconded  by  Bill  Ladrie,  to  place  this  article  on  the  floor 
for  discussion. 

Public  Works  Director  Bud  Jordan  spoke  to  the  article.    Bud  said  all  the  necessary 
work  is  completed  and  this  needs  to  be  turned  back  to  the  Chases. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  moderator  ordered  Article  27  placed  on  the 
ballot  as  written. 

The  moderator  read  Article  28. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  to 

the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction,  or  sealed  bid,  such  surplus  Town  equipment  as  is  not 
traded  in  on  new  equipment  in  2000. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Mills,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fox,  to  place  this  article  on  the  floor  for 
discussion. 

Mr.  Mills  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  article  by  deleting  '"in  2000". 

His  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Fox. 
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The  moderator  read  the  article,  as  amended:  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction,  or  sealed  bid,  such  surplus 
Town  equipment  as  is  not  traded  in  on  new  equipment. 

There  being  no  further  action  on  the  article,  the  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the 
amendment.  Show  of  Hands.  Amendment  carries. 

The  moderator  ordered  Article  28,  as  amended,  placed  on  the  ballot. 

The  moderator  read  Article  29. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 

meeting. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Mills  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Fox  to  place  this  article  on  the  floor 
for  discussion. 

Paula  Snyder  wanted  it  understood  that  Dr.  Gail  Snow  was  asked  to  be  here  to  support 
the  Selectmen  in  the  necessity  of  spraying  for  the  West  Nile  Virus  that  mosquitoes  carr>-. 
Dr.  Snow  was  put  on  the  spot  and  Mrs.  Snyder  said  she  is  sorry  there  were  no  teclinical 
people  here  to  answer  those  questions. 

Bill  Ladrie  said  he  tried  to  get  two  experts  but  it  was  too  short  notice.  He  thanked  all 
the  Selectmen  and  the  heads  of  departments  and  every  body  in  the  town  hall  for  putting 
all  this  stuff  together. 

It  was  moved  by  Joseph  Mills  to  adjourn,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fox.  So  voted. 

The  moderator  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  at  2:00  p.m.

3)  The  Planning  Board  and  the  Building  Inspector  may  each 
support,  oppose  or  take  no  position  on  an  application  which  is 
before  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

4)  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  not  grant  a  special  exception 
for  an  exemption  unless  it  has  made  findings  on  the  record  that 
each  of  the  requirements  of  Section  507.8  B  are  met. 

Requirements.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  Section  701.3,  an 
applicant  shall  demonstrate  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  that  each  of 
the  following  requirements  are  met: 

1.)  The  proposal  will  not  increase  the  surface  water  drainage 
flowing  onto  adjacent  properties,  unless  a  drainage  easement 
allowing  such  flowage  in  perpetuity  is  recorded.    See  Section 

507.2 

2.)  The  proposal  will  not  increase  the  surface  water  drainage  or 
flowage  into  existing  water  courses  or  into  the  Town's  storm 
drainage  system  unless  the  Public  Works  Director  determines 
that  the  water  course  or  drainage  system  will  have  the  capacity 
to  accommodate  the  additional  flow,  both  now  and  in  the 
future.  See  Section  507.3 

3.)  The  proposal  will  not  destroy  and  adequately  protects 
significant  natural  features  such  as  trees,  scenic  points,  brooks, 
streams,  rock  outcroppings,  water  bodies,  wetlands,  other 
natural  features  and  historic  landmarks.  See  Section  507.6  B 

4.)  The  characteristics  of  the  proposal  when  combined  with  the 
characteristics  of  the  lot  and  its  surroundings  allow  the 
determinations  of  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  above  to  be  made  without  the 
Drainage  and  Grading  Plan  required  by  Section  507.4.  Factors 
to  be  considered  include  but  are  not  limited  to: 

a.  Topology  and  other  site  features. 

b.  Size  and/or  magnitude  of  the  proposal  being  evaluated. 

c.  Availability  of  previous  drainage  studies  of  adjacent 
properties  from  which  the  characteristics  of  the  subject 
lot  and  its  effect  on  abutting  lots  may  be  inferred. 
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d.  Location  of  property  relative  to  the  town  wide  drainage 

plan. 

5.)  The  preparation  of  the  required  Drainage  and  Grading  Plan 
involves  serious  practical  difficulties  and  or  unnecessary 
expense  which  would  unduly  burden  the  applicant.  Mere 
convenience  and  the  normal  expense  of  such  a  plan  shall  not  be 
considered  an  undue  burden. 

6.)  The  exemption  will  comply  with  all  other  requirements  of  the 
zoning  ordinance. 

7.)  The  exemption  is  not  contrary  to  the  Rye  Master  Plan  or 
Official  Map,  if  an  Official  Map  has  been  adopted. 

8.)  There  are  no  valid  objections  to  the  exemption  from  the 
Planning  Board. 

9.)  There  are  no  valid  objections  to  the  exemption  from  the 
Building  Inspector.} 


Amendment  4:  Re:  Board  of  Adjustment 

Amend  Section  700  Board  of  Adjustment,  as  follows:

D.  Board  decisions  shall  be  placed  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  made 
available  for  public  inspection  ^sithin  72  hours  {within  144  hours}  after  the 
decision  is  made. 
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3.  Amend  the  rehearing  and  appeal  provisions  of  Section  703,  as  follows: 

SECTION  703  REHEARING  AND  APPEAL:  Every  decision  of  such  Board 
shall  be  subject  to  review  upon  Motion  for  Rehearing  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  within  twent}-  (20)  days  after  the  decision  of  the  Board  has  been  filed 
and  first  becomes  a\'ailable  for  public  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Board  or  of 
its  clerk  or  secretar}',  {thirty  (30)  days  after  any  order  or  decision  of  the 
Board,}  and  to  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
statute.

Amendment  5:  Re:  Fences 

If  Building  Code  Amendment  No.  1  is  enacted,  amend  the  definition  of  "STRUCTURE" 
foxmd  in  the  Appendix  of  the  ordinance  as  follows: 

Fences,  stonewalls  and  driveways  are  structures,  but  are  exempt  firom 

dimensional  requirements  {of  this  ordinance.    Fences  are  required  to  comply 
with  the  setback  requirements  of  the  Rye  Building  Code.}

Amendment  1 :  Re:  Fences

{7.13  Fences.  All  fences,  walls,  and  similar  enclosures,  except  trees,  shrubs  and 
natural  vegetation,  are  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  this  section.  All  fences  or 
enclosures  surrounding  an  outdoor  swimming  pool  shall  also  comply  with 
Section  7.12.1  and  7.12.2  of  the  Building  Code. 

7.13.1  Fence  Permits.  No  fence  shall  be  erected  or  replaced  prior  to 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector,  except  wire  or  rail 
fencing  for  agricultural  use,  which  is  exempt  from  the  permit 
requirement. 

7.13.2  Common  Boundary  Line  Fence  Permits.  Common  Boundary  Line 
Fences    are    those    placed    along    the    common    boundary    line    of 


properties.  A  Common  Boundary  Line  Fence  permit  application  shall 
be  signed  by  all  property  owners  of  the  land  involved.  The  permit 
shall  hold  the  town  harmless  from  any  disputes  which  may  arise 
concerning  such  fences. 

7.13.3  Height.  Fences  and  walls  shall  not  exceed  six  (6)  feet  in  height. 

7.13.4  Setback.  All  fences,  except  "Common  Boundary  Line  Fences",  shaU 
be  located  at  least  one  (1)  foot  from  the  property  line.  The  applicant 
is  responsible  for  establishing  the  boundary  line  with  a  survey  by  a 
licensed  New  Hampshire  surveyor. 

7.13.5  Finished  Side.  Any  fence  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  a  lot  line  shall  have 
the  finished  side  face  the  abutting  properties  and  the  side  of  a  fence 
containing  the  posts  and  other  bracing  appurtenances  shall  face 
inward  to  the  property  on  which  the  fence  is  located.  For  "Common 
Boundary  Line  Fences",  the  finished  side(s)  shall  be  as  designated  by 
the  property  owners  in  the  application. 

7.13.6  Sight  Distance.  All  fences  and  walls  shall  comply  with  the  corner 
clearance  requirements  of  Article  H  of  the  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance. 

7.13.7  Town  Rights-of-Way.  Erection  of  fences  within  town  rights-of-way  is 
prohibited.  Fences  abutting  a  right-of-way  shall  be  set  back  at  least 
one  (1)  foot  from  the  right-of-way  line. 

7.13.8  Applicability.  This  section  shall  apply  to  all  fences  erected  or  replaced 
after  January  2, 2001.}

ARTICLE  22.  By  petition  of  Lester  Stevens  and  at  least  24  other  registered 

voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  modification  of 
the  Town's  Elderly  Exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  Town  of  Rye,  based  on  assessed 
value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  effective  November  1,  2001  as  follows:  for  a  person  65 
years  of  age  up  to  74  years  of  age,  $60,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  79  years  of 
age,  $75,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $90,000.  To  qualify  a  person  must 
have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five  years,  own  real  estate  individually 
or  jointly.  If  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  a  spouse,  then  the  person  seeking  the  exemption 
must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net 
income  of  not  more  than  $40,000,  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  that 
$59,900  and  own  assets  not  in  excess  of  $199,000,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's 
residence. 


ARTICLE  23.  On  petition  of  Joan  Dawley  and  at  least  24  other  registered  voters 

of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  on  Article  1 8  of  the 
2000  Town  Meeting  to  convey  an  easement  to  a  subdivision  of  the  State  of  N.H.  and 
instead  to  adopt  a  Town  Forest  Management  Plan  imder  the  same  terms  as  in  the 
easement  agreement  except  that  control,  ownership  and  management  of  the  town  forest 
shall  remain  100%  with  the  citizens  of  Rye  with  a  5  member  Forest  Management 
Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve  for  alternating  3  year 
terms  to  oversee  all  aspects  of  the  management  plan. 
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ARTICLE  24.  On  petition  of  Joseph  Mills  and  at  least  24  other  registered  voters 

of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  townspeople  of  Rye  will  reaffirm  their  1 999  vote  to 
erect  a  roofed  bandstand  on  Parson's  Field  Tov^-n  Common,  as  approved  in  the  1999 
Warrant  Article  28,  to  be  erected  without  expense  to  the  Tox^ti. 


ARTICLE  25.  On  petition  of  Andrew  Dohert>'  and  24  or  more  registered  voters 

of  the  Town  of  Rye,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  in  favor  or  electing  the  members  to  the 
Rye  Historic  District  Commission  by  ballot  vote  at  town  elections.  The  term  of  an 
elected  Historic  District  Commission  member  shall  be  3  years.  The  initial  terms  of 
members  elected  to  the  Historic  District  Commission  shall  be  staggered  so  that  no  more 
than  2  elections  occur  annually  except  when  required  to  fill  vacancies. 

Selectmen 's  Note:  Town  counsel  has  advised  that  state  law  does  not  allow  members  of 
an  historic  district  commission  to  be  elected  They  must  be  appointed. 


ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  advise  the  Planning  Board  and  the 

Board  of  Adjustment  that  the  conversion  of  coastal  business,  commercial,  and  residential 
properties  into  residential  developments  having  densities  greater  than  one  dwelling  unit 
per  acre  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  and  not  in  the 
public  interest.  And  Further,  to  request  the  Planning  Board  to  review  the  master  plan  and 
zoning  ordinances  to  address  the  conversion  of  business,  commercial  and  residential 
properties  in  the  coastal  area. 


ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Tovra  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  release 

two  drainage  easements  over  two  lots  on  Central  Road  owned  by  Paul  R.  Chase  and 
Martha  B.  Chase  (Tax  Map  12,  Lot  19)  and  Pauline  Garrity  (Tax  Map  12,  Lot  20), 
respectively,  each  of  which  were  granted  to  the  Town  on  May  14,  1984  by  Paul  R.  Chase 
and  Martha  B.  Chase  by  the  first  paragraph  of  an  easement  deed  recorded  at  Book  2491, 
Page  0413  of  the  Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds.  These  drainage  easements, 
which  are  no  longer  required,  are  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Subdivision  of  Land,  Rye, 
New  Hampshire  for  Paul  Chase,"  recorded  as  Plan  No.  D- 11 921  in  the  Rockingham 
County  Registry  of  Deeds.  And  Further,  to  ratify  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
executing  a  Quitclaim  Deed  on  January  22,  1996  releasing  a  third  easement  over  the 
Chase  lot,  said  third  easement  having  also  been  granted  to  the  Town  by  the  May  14,  1984 
easement  deed. 


ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  to 

the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction,  or  sealed  bid,  such  surplus  Town  equipment  as  is  not 
traded  in  on  new  equipment  in  2000. 
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ARTICLE  29.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 

meeting.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  2000  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion 
on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require 
that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements 
are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the 
amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account 
group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As 
is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Rye  has  not 
maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general 
fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material 
respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Rye  as  of  December  31,  2000,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  fimds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Rye  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  as 
schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required 
part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye.  Such  information  has  been  subjected 
to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.

REPORTABLE  CONDITIONS  AND  OTHER  MATTERS

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Rye  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2000,  we 
considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these 
systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and'  should  not  be  relied 
on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable 
conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's  ability 
to  record,  process,  siunmarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management 
in  the  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or 
operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  strucmre  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low 
level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the 
normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable 
conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also 
considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

The  following  conditions  were  noted  that  we  do  not  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses: 

General  Ledger  Accounting  System 

The  prior  year  audit  disclosed  a  significant  decline  in  the  condition  of  the  Town's  general  ledger  system, 
causing  a  considerable  delay  in  completing  the  audit,  as  well  as  additional  costs  to  the  Town.  This  year's 
audit  revealed  remarkable  improvements  with  the  Towns  general  books  of  account,  including  the 
bookkeeper's  reconciliation  of  the  general  ledger  system.  However,  due  to  the  number  of  funds  and 
accounts  maintained,  not  all  of  the  accounts  were  able  to  be  totally  reconciled  at  year-end,  and  required 
some  minor  reconciliations  by  the  auditors.

Independent  Auditor's  Communication  of  Reportable  Conditions  and  Other  Matters 


We  again  suggest  that  quarterly  monitorings  be  conducted  to  provide  continued  technical  assistance  and 
to  ensure  that  the  necessary  reconciliations  are  being  performed  properly. 

Cash  Receipts 

Previously,  we  noted  in  several  instances,  that  money  was  received  directly  by  the  bookkeeper  and  later 
given  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  deposit.  In  some  cases,  these  remittances  were  not  made  in  a  timely 
manner. 

This  was  corrected  in  2000.  All  money  received  by  the  selectmen's  office  is  given  directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  for  deposit,  as  soon  as  it  is  received. 

Capital  Reserve  Funds 

Our  prior  audit  disclosed  that  capital  reserve  funds  appropriated  at  Town  Meeting,  were  not  being 
remitted  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  statutes. 

During  the  current  year  audit,  it  was  noted  that  all  of  the  transfers  to  the  capital  reserve  ftmds  were  made 
in  accordance  with  state  law. 

Purchase  Orders 

It  was  again  noted  that  while  the  Town  has  a  purchase  order  system  in  place,  several  instances  were 
observed  where  the  purchase  order  date  did  not  precede  the  invoice  date,  and  several  instances  were  noted 
where  a  purchase  order  should  have  been  obtained,  but  was  not. 

We  again  reconmiend  that  all  purchase  orders  be  completed  and  approved  prior  to  ordering  goods  or 
services. 

Ambulance  Billings 

In  the  previous  years,  it  was  noted  that  the  Auditors  spent  additional  time  reconciling  the  ambulance 
billings,  since  the  reports  generated  by  the  system  were  cumbersome  and  did  not  present  all  the  necessary 
information.  In  2000,  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Town  bookkeeper  reconciled  the  monthly  billings 
to  the  system  and  to  the  general  ledger  through  December  31,  2000. 

We  believe  that  consideration  should  still  be  given  to  using  a  private  company  to  assume  responsibility 
for  billings  and  collection.

Independent  Auditor's  Communication  of  Reportable  Conditions  and  Other  Matters 


General  Fund  Reimbursements  from  Expendable  Trust  Funds 

Because  the  Selectmen  are  agents  for  many  of  the  expendable  trust  funds,  they  are  able  to  authorize 
withdrawals  to  reimburse  for  certain  expenditures  made  from  the  General  Fund.  These  reimbursements 
should  be  recorded  as  revenue  m  the  General  Fund  and  not  used  to  reduce  the  expendimres.  Likewise, 
when  expenditures  are  anticipated  which  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  Trust  Funds,  they  should  be  included 
on  the  budget  with  a  corresponding  estimated  revenue  of  "transfer  from  trust  funds." 

Receipt  of  Bequests 

During  our  audit  this  year,  we  became  aware  of  a  bequest  to  the  library  in  1997  which  was  never 
recorded  as  a  trust  fund.  Based  on  a  review  performed  by  one  of  the  current  library  trustees,  this  bequest 
of  $5,000  should  have  been  established  as  a  nonexpendable  trust  fund.  A  review  of  the  library  records 
from  1997  showed  that  this  amount  had  been  recorded  as  a  donation  to  the  Library  Building  Capital 
Project  Fund;  and  a  prior  period  adjustment  was  made  in  the  year  2000  to  properly  classify  the  bequest. 
We  recommend  that  the  terms  of  any  bequests  to  any  department  or  fund  of  the  Town  be  fully  understood 
and  that  the  amounts  involved  be  properly  maintained,  voted  on,  and  recorded. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  others  within  the 
administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of 
public  record.

ASSETS 

A.    Cash  and  Equivalents 

The  Town  maintains  a  common  bank  account  in  which  the  cash  balances  of  most  funds  are 
maintained.  The  common  bank  account  is  used  for  receipts  and  disbursements  relating  to  all  these 
funds.   All  time  deposits  are  the  property  of  the  General  Fund. 

At  year-end,  the  Town's  cash  deposits  categorized  according  to  risk  assumed  were  as  follows: 

Category  1      Includes  deposits  that  are  insured  (Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation). 

Category  2      Includes  deposits  that  are  uninsured,  but  are  collateralized  by  securities  held  by  the 
pledging  financial  institution,  its  trust  department  or  agent  in  the  Town's  name. 

Category  3      Includes  deposits  that  are  uninsured  and  uncollateralized.

B.    Investments 

Investments  made  by  the  Town  are  summarized  below.  The  investments  that  are  represented  by 
specific  identifiable  investment  securities  are  classified  as  to  credit  risk  into  three  categories  as 
follows:

C.    Property  Taxes 

The  property  tax  year  is  from  April  1  to  March  31  and  all  property  taxes  are  assessed  on  the 
inventory  taken  in  April  of  that  year.  The  net  assessed  valuation  as  of  April  1,  2000,  upon  which 
the  2000  property  tax  levy  was  based  is: 

For  the  New  Hampshire  Education  Tax  $554,302,071 

For  All  Other  Taxes  $558,862,164 


The  Town  subscribes  to  the  semi-annual  method  of  tax  collection  as  provided  for  by  RSA  76:15-a. 
Under  this  method,  tax  bills  are  sent  on  or  around  June  1  and  November  1  of  each  year,  with  interest 
accruing  at  a  rate  of  12%  on  bills  outstanding  for  more  than  30  days.  The  June  1  billing  is 
considered  an  estimate  only  and  is  one  half  of  the  previous  year's  tax  billing.  The  remaining  balance 
of  taxes  due  is  billed  in  the  fall  after  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  has 
calculated  and  approved  the  Town's  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year. 

In  connection  with  the  setting  of  the  tax  rate,  Town  Officials  with  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Revenue  Administration,  establish  and  raise  through  taxation  an  amount  for  abatements  and 
refunds  of  property  taxes,  known  as  overlay.  This  amount  is  reported  as  a  reduction  in  tax  revenue 
and  is  adjusted  by  management  for  any  tax  allowances  at  year-end.  The  property  taxes  collected  by 
the  Town  include  taxes  levied  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Rye  School  District,  Jenness  Beach 
Precinct,  Rye  Beach  Precinct  and  Rye  Water  District,  which  are  remitted  as  required  by  law..  The 
taxes  collected  for  these  other  entities  are  recorded  in  an  Agency  Fund.  The  ultimate  responsibility 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town.

Annual  Requirements  to  Amortize  Capital  Leases 

The  final  lease  payment  is  due  in  2001  totaling  $38,729,  consisting  of  a  principal  payment  of 
$35,442  and  $3,287  for  interest. 

All  debt  is  general  obligation  debt  of  the  Town,  which  is  backed  by  its  full  faith  and  credit  and  all 
debt  will  be  repaid  from  general  governmental  revenues. 

State  Aid  to  Water  Pollution  Projects 

In  addition  to  local  revenues,  the  "Amount  To  Be  Provided  For  Retirement  of  General  Long-Term 
Debt,"  includes  the  following  amounts  to  be  received  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  form 
of  State  Aid  to  Water  Pollution  Projects. 

Under  N.H.  RSA  Chapter  486,  the  Town  receives  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  a  percent  of 
the  annual  amortization  charges  on  the  original  costs  resulting  from  the  acquisition  and  construction 
of  sewage  disposal  facilities.  At  December  31,  2000,  the  Town  is  due  to  receive  the  following 
annual  amounts  to  offset  debt  payments:

A  glimpse  into  our  past:  William  M.  Varrell,  Summer  by  the  Sea,  The  Strawberry  Bank  Print  Shop,  1962: 

One  reporter  described  the  art  by  which  the  Victorian  bathing  beauty  took  advantage  of  "going  in".  A  bath  house 
was  chosen  farthest  from  the  water  and  only  at  low  tide,  so  that  the  procession  across  the  sand  would  allow  for 
maximum  exposure  as  rewarding  as  descending  the  grand  stairway  of  the  finest  hotel.  Since  arrival  at  the  water 
generally  encountered  surf  too  frigid  for  a  lady  to  endure,  the  triumphant  return  to  the  dressing  room  was  generally 
immediate  without  loss  of  the  original  audience. 

For  all  the  descriptions  of  bathing  goddesses they  seem  to  have  been  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule In  1870 

the  Rye  correspondent  for  the  Portsmouth  Times  gave  the  following  impression  of  female  bathers  at  Jenness  Beach 
where  they  had  to  cross  a  small  footbridge  from  the  bath  houses  to  the  beach.  In  his  opinion  the  average  bather 
appeared  to  weigh  in  at  about  220  lbs.,  wore  size  nine  slippers,  and  made  the  bridge  squeak  as  she  passed  over  going  to 
the  beach.  Her  suit  was  generally  cut  more  than  ample  in  the  rear,  and  her  oil  skin  cap  was  somewhat  less  than 
flattering.  After  pouring  a  fijll  pail  of  cold  water  over  her  head,  "she  made  for  the  waves  like  a  French  Zouave  charging 
a  Prussian  Battery." 
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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  consists  of  five  members  who  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  three-year 
terms.  The  appointments  are  staggered  in  order  to  insure  the  continuity  of  the  Board.  The  qualifications 
to  serve  on  the  Board  are  the  same  as  for  those  of  any  other  position  of  trust  in  the  municipality:  time,  an 
interest  in  serving,  impartialit>',  and  a  willingness  to  understand  the  process.  The  current  members  are 
David  S.  Wajda,  Chairman;  Frank  Drake,  Vice-Chairman;  Benjamin  King,  Clerk;  Betty  Menson;  and 
John  Facella.  The  alternates  are  Carlene  Carey,  Raymond  Samplawski,  John  Clark,  and  Peter  White. 

The  power  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  are  prescribed  by  NH  State  Law  and  delineated  in  the 
Rye  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Board  has  the  authority  to  act  in  four  separate  and  distinct  categories: 
Appeal  from  Administrative  Decisions;  Approval  of  Special  Exceptions;  Granting  of  Variances;  and 
Granting  of  Equitable  Waivers  of  Dimensional  Requirements. 

Appeals:  To  hear  appeals  fi"om  administrative  decisions  where  it  is  alleged  that  the  Zoning  Officer  has 
incorrectly  applied  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance. 

Special  Exceptions:  To  decide  special  exceptions  to  the  Ordinance  which  are  specially  delineated  in  the 
Ordinance.  The  granting  of  a  special  exception  is  a  matter  of  right,  not  a  privilege  provided  that:  the 
request  is  not  injurious  or  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood;  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose  and 
intent  of  the  Ordinance;  and  meets  all  of  the  rules  and  requirements  for  that  exception. 

Variances:  To  authorize  upon  appeal,  in  specific  cases,  variances  from  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance 
provided  that  all  five  of  these  conditions  are  met: 

1.  Proposed  use  would  not  diminish  the  value  of  abutting  property; 

2.  Granting  the  variance  would  not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest; 

3.  Denial  of  the  variance  would  result  in  uimecessary  hardship  to  the  owner  because  of  unique 
features  of  the  land; 

4.  Granting  the  variance  would  do  substantial  justice; 

5.  The  proposed  use  is  not  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Ordinance. 

Equitable  Waivers  of  Dimensional  Requirements:  The  Board  may  grant  an  equitable  waiver  only  for 
existing  dimensional  non-conformities  provided  the  applicant  can  meet  the  required  standards  as  listed  in 
the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  had  2000  budget  appropriations  of  $7,299  and  revenues  of  $5,721.

A  glimpse  into  our  past:  L.B.  Parsons,  A  History  of  Rye,  N.H.  1623-1903,  (1905) 

RYE  BOUNDARIES 

For  a  century  after  the  first  settlement  of  white  men  within  its  borders  -  that  of  David  Thompson's 

party,  at  Pannaway,  -  Rye  has  no  history  as  a  town  because  as  such  it  did  not  exist It  was  called 

Sandy  Beach  for  some  years,  and  was  connected  with  Portsmouth  until  the  incorporation  of 
Newcastle,  May  30,  1693  and  was  thenceforth  a  part  of  the  last  named  town  until  separated  by  an  act 
passed  April  30,  1726 incorporated  as  "a  parish  by  the  name  of  Rye". 

The  new  parish  included  not  only  the  tract  that  had  been  known  as  Sandy  Beach,  but  portions  of 

territory  from  Portsmouth  and  Greenland,  and  quite  a  generous  piece  of  Hampton (there  is)  no 

record  between  Rye  and  those  towns  (Portsmouth  and  Greenland)  in  regard  to  boundaries;  but  in 
regard  to  the  Rye  and  Hampton  line  it  was  different.  ("Perplexities  and  inconveniences"  were  caused 
by  lack  of  a  well  defined  boundary  and  public  documents  of  the  period  include  references  to  the 
"North  tree,  five  miles  due  north  from  Hampton  old  meeting  house"  and  to  "a  stake  that  is  drove 
down  south  fifty  degrees  West  distance  17  rods  from  Joseph  Lockes  Comer  of  his  cellar  door",  etc.) 

The  bill  defining  the  Rye  and  Hampton  dividing  line  was  passed  September  21,  1730 The 

traa  of  land  to  Rye  from  Hampton  comprised  1800  acres  of  good  quality,  and  very  valuable  land  on 
account  of  its  location  and  fertility,  it  embracing  all  the  land  in  Rye  lying  southerly  of  Locke's  Neck. 
(Following  the  1742  act  of  the  general  assembly  that  created  the  town  of  North  Hampton  out  of  the 
North  Hill  Parish  of  Hampton,  at  least  two  petitions  to  the  general  assembly  seeking  boundary  change 
were  "Dismisf  and  we  do  not  find  "any  fiirther  record  of  boundary  tinkering  until  1793"  when  an  act 
of  the  General  Court  of  New  Hampshire  appointed  "a  Committee  to  run  the  lines  between  the 
townships  of  North  Hampton  and  Rye"  and  the  plan  resulting  "established  the  boundary  between 
North  Hampton  and  Rye  on  the  lines  now  existing".)

However,  Sue  Dunfey  is  here  Monday  through  Friday, 8:00  AM  - 
1:00  PM  if  you  would  like  to  schedule  an  appointment,  ask  a  question,  leave  a  message,  or  drop 
off  an  application. 

Summary^  of  2000 

The  new  regulations  imposed  by  both  the  State  and  Town  relating  to  septic  systems  was  the 
subject  of  a  lot  of  frustration  to  residents,  as  evidenced  by  the  amount  of  time  I  spent  explaining 
and  defending  the  regulations. 

To  summarize,  your  house  cannot  be  expanded  unless  you  have  an  "Operational  Approval" 
from  the  State,  which  represents  that  a  septic  design  was  approved  by  the  State,  the  installation 
performed  by  a  licensed  installer,  and  inspected  by  the  State  for  use.  If  you  do  not  have  an 
"Operational  Approval",  you  would  need  to  have  a  septic  system  design  completed  by  the 
State.  This  design  must  conform  to  the  Town  standards  for  new  construction  otherwise 
expansion  would  not  be  allowed.  Unfortunately,  several  properties  were  not  able  to  sustain  a 
new  septic  system  which  met  Town's  requirements  and  were  not  allowed  to  expand. 

I  stress  that  anyone  wanting  a  permit  should  speak  to  me  first.  The  regulations  and  expectations 
of  the  permit  have  become  more  complicated.  Setting  up  an  appointment  with  me  early  on  in 
the  game  might  save  you  time  and  money  in  the  long  run. 

Please  obtain  a  permit  before  you  install  your  fence.  Because  of  the  safety  concerns  and  plowing 
issues,  there  may  some  fences  that  were  installed  previously  that  will  need  to  be  re-located. 

Sue  Dunfey  has  been  a  great  help  in  this  office.  She  started  working  part  time  here  in  the  fall 
when  the  demands  on  this  office  and  on  my  time  had  reached  the  crisis  point.  I  was  not  able  to 
respond  to  residents  quickly  or  review  and  process  building  permit  applications  in  a  timely 
manner.  In  order  to  provide  time  for  me  to  catch  up  and  take  care  of  existing  demands.  Sue  was 
hired.  We  expect  that  this  office  will  continue  to  have  similar  demands  due  to  the  complex 
issues  of  increased  regulations  and  desire  to  expand  on  difficult  properties.  Now,  when  you  call 
or  visit  the  office,  there  is  a  real  person  to  help  you  immediately.  Sue  has  acclimated  quickly  to 
the  demands  of  the  job.  If  you  have  visited  this  office  lately,  you  will  notice  more  of  a  festive 
flair  here.  She  keeps  our  spirits  up  and  controls  the  stress  levels.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION'S  REPORT 

In  2000  the  number  of  wetland  applications  that  required  conservation  site  inspections  with 
owners  and  engineers  increased.  The  Conservation  Commission  was  able  to  maintain  minimum 
impact  in  wetland  buffer  zones. 

Conservation  Commission  members  participated  in  arbitration  in  the  pending  lawsuit  by  the 
property  owner  to  build  a  bndge  over  a  salt  marsh.  As  the  impact  in  the  buffer  zone  would 
negatively  impact  the  Marsh,  we  oppose  this  type  of  construction.  (The  bridge  would  be  104 
feet  long  and  if  it  was  twelve  feet  wide  it  would  have  to  be  twelve  feet  high.)  Members  attended 
Board  of  Adjustment  and  Plaiming  Board  meetings  to  assist  with  environmental  issues. 
(Whitehorse  development  has  many  wetland  issues  that  need  certification  of  no  negative  wetland 
impact  prior  to  approval.) 

The  Conservation  Commission  assisted  the  Town  Forest  Committee  with  the  town  warrant 
article  to  protect  1 76  acres  in  perpetuity. 

The  Conservation  Commission  mission  statement  is: 

The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  is  committed  to  the  protection  and  proper  utilization  of 
Rye's  natural  resources.  The  commission  will  serve  as  gatekeeper  for  environmental 
concerns  in  the  town  of  Rye  and  act  as  advisors  to  other  municipal  boards.  The 
Commission  will  be  a  resource  for  information  about  Rye's  natural  resource  and 
environmental  welfare. 

In  1999  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission  made  application  to  the  NH  Coastal  Program  to  work 
in  conjimction  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Program  and  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  for 
restoration  work  at  Awcomin  Marsh.  (This  project  was  held  over  from  1998  because  the  Army 
Corps  had  design  and  engineering  costs  attached  which  NRCS  completes  at  no  charge  to  the 
town.)  By  December,  with  the  assistance  of  Congressman  Sunimu  and  Senator  Gregg,  the 
planning  for  this  delayed  project  had  been  completely  fiinded  and  it  will  be  completed  in  2001. 

We  assisted  the  Water  Department  with  the  purchase  of  additional  land  adjacent  to  the  well  on 
Garland  Road  which  adds  12  acres  to  the  land  acquired  last  year.  (57  acres  last  year,  now  totals 
69  acres  of  forest.) 

Richard  Barron  moved  and  was  replaced  on  the  Conservation  Commission  by  Paula  Mahoney. 
In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Conservation  Conmiission  for  the  dedication 
and  hard  work  of  all  members  during  the  year.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Y2K  was  the  buzzword  as  calendar  year  1999  came  to  an  end.  Emergency  management  both 
locally  and  at  the  state  level  was  prepared  for  "an\1hing"'.  New  Year's  Eve  1999  came  and 
when  the  ball  fell  in  Times  Square  starting  2000,  all  operations  were  normal. 

Rye  emergency  management  was  not  called  upon  to  respond  to  any  major  emergencies  which 
required  opemng  our  emergency  operating  center.  During  the  year,  traming  was  very  apparent 
as  we  participated  in  a  major  training  exercise  titled  "TOPOFF  2000".  Scene  of  the  emergency 
was  on  the  dock  in  Portsmouth.  Simultaneously  terronst  activity  training  was  also  being 
conducted  in  Colorado,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  England  all  tied  in  with  local  TOPOFF 
2000. 

Training  was  also  conducted  with  2  training  exercises  and  a  FEMA  graded  exercise  on 
Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan  during  the  middle  of  the  year.  Rye's  staff  received  an 
"outstanding"  for  our  participation  in  the  FEMA  graded  exercise.  This  training  is  also  beneficial 
to  us  as  a  community  for  any  emergency  we  are  called  upon  to  handle.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

The  year  2000  has  been  one  of  personal  loss,  transition,  and  recovery  for  the  RYE  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  town  departments,  area  fire  departments  and  the 
residents  of  Rye  for  their  support  and  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  those  whose  generosity  to  the  Rye  Fire  Department  Association  has 
allowed  us  to  purchase  a  thermal  imagmg  camera  without  any  impact  to  the  tax  rate.  Faced  with 
the  need  to  replace  existing  breathing  apparatus  this  year  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  fund 
the  imager  also. 

Steve  Laing  was  promoted  from  full  time  firefighter  to  Lieutenant;  and  currently  works  days  to 
allow  us  to  advance  our  inspection  and  training  programs.  Jason  LaJoie  was  promoted  fi"om  call 
to  full  time  firefighter;  and  has  completed  all  required  training  and  testing.  Currently  our  staffing 
is  four  firefighters,  a  lieutenant  and  a  chief  If  the  budget  is  passed  as  presented,  in  July  I  plan  to 
return  our  staffing  to  seven  full  time  employees  as  prescribed  by  the  1998  town  master  plan.  I 
feel  this  will  reduce  overtime  and  increase  daytime  response. 

The  building  committee  has  decided  that  more  planning  is  needed  to  find  a  cost-effective  long- 
term  solution  to  the  fire  station  expansion  needs.  While  the  committee  continues  research,  we 
will  be  asking  to  put  more  money  aside  in  the  capital  reserve  fimd. 

This  year  the  fire  department  responded  to  a  total  of  607  calls  for  emergency  assistance  and 
performed  1 10  inspections  resulting  in  the  issuance  of  109  permits.  The  emergence  requests  are 
broken  down  as  follows:

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Although  the  fire  department  responded  to  19  outside  fires  in  2000,  all  were  minor  in  nature  and 
had  little  impact  on  the  environment.  A  large  factor  in  keeping  incidents  small  is  the  vigilance 
of  the  members  who  man  the  15  New  Hampshire  towers  and  the  volunteer  tower  in  southern 
Mame.  The  department  issued  1,062  permits  for  brush  and  cooking  fires  throughout  the  year. 

Please  remember  a  permit  is  required  for  any  outside  burning  and  only  clear  materials  may  be 
burned.  Any  brush  over  five  mches  in  diameter  and  painted  or  pressure  treated  wood  are  not 
allowed.  If  you  have  any  questions  about  other  burning  regulations  or  safety,  please  contact  the 
department.

Here  at  Odiome  Point  Da\id  Thompson 
started  the  first  permanent  settlement  in 
New  Hampshire  in  1623.  It  is  believed  that 
the  ship  Jonathan  which  carried  his  small 
partN,  landed  just  off  Frost  Pomt  m  Little 
Harbor.  They  built  their  great  house 
overlooking  the  life-sustaining  marshes  and 
established  a  trading  post. 

Later,  m  1660,  John  Odiome  sailed  from 
the  Isles  of  Shoals  and  became  a 
homesteader  here.  Until  the  land  was 
bought  by  the  Army  in  1942.  there  was 
continuous  ownership  by  the  Odiome 
family  for  282  years. 

Picture  the  Odiome  famiK  on  this 
seacoast  farm... Little  Harbor  offered  a 
perfect  refuge  for  fishing  boats... men 
brought  their  catch...  fish  were  dried  and 
shipped  to  Europe  for  sale.  On  Seavev 
Creek  they  set  up  tidewater  mills  to  cut 
lumber  and  to  mill  grain.  The  farm  had  its 
own  blacksmith  shop,  vegetable  gardens, 
orchards,  and  livestock  fed  with  marsh  hay. 

Immediately  after  the  Civil  War,  Rye 
entered  the  resort  hotel  era.  The  only  grand 
hotel  built  on  Odiome  Point  started  out  as  a 
farmhouse  later  bought  and  enlarged  bv 
George  and  James  Pierce  of  Portsmouth  and 
opened  as  the  Sagamore  Hotel  to  a 
successfiil  season  in  1869.  This  "country 
inn"  was  decorated  m  high  European  style 
and  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  fmest  of  its 
da\',  only  to  be  destroyed  bv'  fire  m  1871. 

This  brought  to  an  abmpt  close  the  resort 
hotel  era  at  Odiome  Point.  Stand  atop  the 
16"  gun  enclosures  and  you  uill  be  at  the 
approximate  site  of  the  Sagamore  Hotel.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

As  we  embark  on  the  new  millennium,  I  anticipate  encountering  many  new  and  interesting 
challenges  as  Health  Officer.  A  major  focus  this  year  has  been  the  West  Nile  Virus  and  the  issues 
pertaining  to  it  for  the  citizens  of  Rye.  Thus  far.  Rye  had  not  had  any  reported  human,  bird,  or 
mosquito  cases  of  the  Virus.  To  date,  there  were  three  positive  birds  reported  m  the  Manchester 
area,  one  from  Candia,  one  fi-om  Newton,  one  fi-om  Hampstead,  and  one  from  Derry  reported  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  That  represents  a  total  of  seven  birds  testing  positive  out  of  a  total 
of  455  birds  submitted  for  testing  statewide.  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  abreast  of  the  situation 
and  to  work  closely  with  State  and  Town  officials  regarding  this  problem  and  I  will  continue  to  do 
so  in  the  year  200 1 . 

Rabies  has  been  a  concern  in  the  past  and  will  be  a  concern  in  the  year  200 1 .  Fortunately,  there 
were  no  cases  of  rabies  in  animals  in  Rye  during  the  past  year.  There  were  a  total  of  149  animals 
tested  from  Rockingham  County  in  the  year  2000,  four  of  which  tested  positive  from  the  virus  but 
none  from  Rye.  I  will  continue  to  monitor  this  m  the  upcommg  year  and  to  offer  immunizations 
for  the  Rabies  virus  to  Fire  and  Police  personnel.  Highway  and  Transfer  Station  employees,  and  to 
the  Animal  Control  Officer.  Hepatitis  B  immunizations  also  continue  to  be  offered  to  those 
department  personnel  deemed  to  be  at  high  risk. 

As  in  past  years  I  have  continued  to  periodically  inspect  local  day-care  facilities  and  to  be 
available  to  local  child-care  providers  shoiild  any  health-related  questions  or  issues  arise.  I  also 
continue  to  monitor  for  any  violations  of  local  food-vending  establishments  regarding  State 
Health  Code  problems.  No  serious  infractions  have  been  reported  to  me  in  the  year  2000. 

The  Department  of  Environmental  Services  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  recently  initiated 
a  strategy  to  encourage  homeowners  with  private  wells  to  have  their  water  periodically  tested.  I 
am  enclosing  a  fact  sheet  pertaining  to  this  which  has  been  distributed  to  local  health  officers  and 
which  I  believe  will  be  of  interest  to  those  concerned. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Officials  and  Personnel,  and 
to  the  Citizens  of  Rye  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.  I  take  pride  in  serving  the 
citizens  of  Rye  and  I  look  forward  to  a  productive  year  2001.

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HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION'S  REPORT 

The  Rye  Historic  District  Ordinance  was  adopted  on  March  14,  1978  by  a  Ballot  Vote  of 

YES -771  to  NO -272. 

Town  Zoning  states: 

303.2  Purposes:  The  purposes  of  the  Historic  District  are  to  preserve  for  generations  to 
come  the  unique  collections  of  historically,  architecturally  and  culturally  significant 
buildings  and  structures  which  characterize  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire,  to 
encourage  their  maintenance  and  restoration,  and  to  insure  that  new  buildings  and 
structures  and  alterations  to  existing  buildings  and  structures,  and  uses  of  buildings 
and  structures  within  the  District  are  m  visual  harmony  with  their  neighbors  in 
order  that  a  district  be  preserved  which  will  reflect  the  cultural,  social,  economic, 
political,  and  architectural  history  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire,  conserve 
and  maintain  property  values  in  such  District,  foster  civic  beauty,  strengthen  the 
local  economy,  and  generally  provide  an  opportunity  to  benefit  the  education, 
pleasure  and  welfare  of  all  citizens  of  the  municipality. 

303.4  Certificates  of  Approval:   "a  new  use  of  land  or  buildings  within  the  Historic 
District  or  institute  must  also  obtain  a  Certificate  of  Approval.'' 

The  HDC  held  a  Public  Hearing  and  granted  its  approval  for  Nextel  to  install  a  communication 
antenna  inside  the  steeple  of  the  Rye  Congregational  Church  (which  at  the  time  was  still  owned 
by  Bethany  Congregational  Church). 

The  over-grown  bushes  at  the  War  Memorial,  located  at  the  jimction  of  Central  and  Washington 
Roads,  were  removed.  The  Driftwood  Garden  Club  and  the  HDC  worked  together  to  replace  the 
shrubs  with  low  growing  and  easily  maintained  junipers  exposing  the  entire  monument  from  all 
angles. 

On  November  1 1  two  new  plaques  were  dedicated  and  added  to  the  War  Memorial  honoring  Rye 
Veterans  who  served  in  the  Revolution,  the  Civil  War,  the  Spanish-American  War,  and  World 
War  I.  Maynard  Young  did  the  research  and  arranged  for  these  plaques,  composed  of  the  names 
of  World  War  II  Veterans,  to  be  cast  and  attached  to  the  monument. 

A  joint  committee  composed  of  members  from  the  Rye  Congregational  Church,  the  Rye 
Drifltwood  Garden  Club,  the  Historical  Society,  and  the  HDC  is  currently  being  formed  to  study 
landscaping  the  Town  Hall  and  possibly  other  public  grounds  within  the  Historic  District.

The  statistics  above  reflect  growth  in  all  directions  at  RPL.  These  are  exciting  times  at  the  library 
as  we  circulated  3%  more  books,  books  on  tape  and  CD's,  magazines  and  videocassettes. 

The  number  of  adult  programs  offered  in  2000  doubled  from  1999  and  the  number  of  people 
attending  the  programs  also  doubled.  In  2000  the  monthly  adult  book  discussions  met  every  single 
month  with  an  average  of  20  participants.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  brought  in  a  computer  expert 
to  teach  beginning  and  intermediate  computer  skills.  The  class  was  offered  4  times  in  2000  and  was 
filled  with  a  waiting  list  each  time.  The  staff  continues  to  teach  Internet  skills  three  times  each 
month  on  a  drop  in  basis.  Tax  help  for  seniors  will  again  be  offered  free  of  charge.  The  Friends  of 
the  Library  ran  a  second  successful  year  of  the  Speaker  Series  offering  such  diverse  topics  as 
'Globalization  of  India'  and  'Lewis  and  Clark'.  2000  also  saw  the  expansion  of  our  'Calendar  of 
Events'  into  the  newsletter  Off  the  Shelf  See  the  newsletter  and  our  online  catalog  on  our  web 
page  at  http://www.nh.ultranet.coni/~ryepl. 

The  Youth  Department  saw  a  variety  of  programs  in  the  year  2000,  with  over  4000  youth  and  adults 
attending,  a  44%  increase  over  1999.  The  Cafe  created  by  the  students  as  a  place  to  eat  after  school 
is  still  ongoing.  Popular  events  this  year  included  a  Harry  Potter  Party,  where  edible  wands  were 
made  (and  eaten),  Bemie  Botts  Every  Flavor  Bingo  was  played,  and  more  magic  was  in  the  air  than 
you  could  shake  a  wand  at.  Another  jwpular  event  was  the  Open  Mike  Poetry  Reading  held  during 
National  Poetry  Month.  Twenty-three  middle  school  teens  stood  at  the  mike  and  read  either  their 
own  writings  or  those  of  a  poet  they  admired.  The  resignation  of  Julie  Doherty  was  accepted  wdth  a 
heavy  heart  in  December,  as  she  went  on  to  pursue  some  lifelong  dreams.  We  were  very  fortunate 
to  have  found  so  quickly,  a  wonderful  replacement,  Martha  Jones,  who  came  to  us  from  the  North 
Hampton  Public  Library. 

Our  experienced  staff  of  Tricia  Quirm,  Pam  Jautaikis,  Rand  O'Brien,  Sharon  Macdonald,  Julie 
Doherty  and  Jonathan  Ramsay  each  excelled  in  their  aervice  to  the  citizens  of  Rye.  Another 
cheerful  face  was  added  to  our  staff  in  2000  -  Jim  Chase,  long-time  resident  of  Rye,  became  our 
custodian  in  July.  Stef  Metalious  and  Hunter  Emery  joined  the  staff  for  the  summer  to  help  during 
this  busiest  season  at  the  library. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  deserve  special  recognition  this  year  for  continued  dedication  and 
service.  With  generous  donations  from  the  Friends,  this  is  just  a  smattering  of  the  items  we  were 
able  to  buy:  an  alphabet  rug  and  CD  player  for  the  Children's  Room  and  color-coordinated  signs  for 
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(Library  Director's  Rqjort  continued) 

the  Adult  collection,  a  large  screen  computer  monitor,  and  a  new  book  truck.  The  Friends  also 
sponsored  the  ver}'  successful  speaker  series,  the  computer  classes,  and  held  the  annual  Book  and 
Bake  Sale.  Other  organizations  that  contributed  to  making  RPL  the  welcoming  place  that  it  is  were 
the  Rye  Driftwood  Garden  Club,  Rye  Women's  Association,  Rye  Lion's  Club,  and  the  Rye  School 

System.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

The  year  2000  has  been  still  another  exciting  year  in  the  glorious  history  of  the  Rye  Public  Library. 
The  major  expansion/renovation  project  is  but  a  recent  memory.  The  patrons  and  Townspeople, 
with  feelings  of  comfort  and  familiarity,  have  become  substantially  acclimated  to  the  Library's 
enhanced  physical  surroundings  and  resources.  The  new  Director,  Sherry  Evans,  and  the  Staff  have 
also  reached  a  "steady-state"  of  stability,  and  continue  to  fine-tune  the  building,  its  media  holdings, 
and  programs.  Additional  and  innovative  programs  continue  to  be  developed  and  added,  and  are 
well  received  by  the  many  Townspeople  of  all  ages  which  they  attract. 

In  March,  the  Board  of  Trustees  welcomed  a  newly  elected  Trustee,  David  Brown,  added  to  the  two 
continuing  Trustees,  Judy  Gaskell  and  Victor  Azzi.  Trustees  continue  to  work  together, 
representing  the  interests  of  the  Townspeople  and  providing  support  to  Sherry  and  the  Staff 

With  increasing  demand  and  changing  expectations,  the  Library  continues  to  evolve  to  meet  the 
Town's  needs  through  changes  in  media  holdings;  increased  and  different  programming;  internet 
services;  instructional  courses;  and  a  heavily  utilized,  comfortable  Community  meeting  room.  The 
Library  continues  to  work  with  the  Rye  Elementary  School  and  the  Rye  Junior  High  School  to 
conclude  the  development  of  a  fully-integrated  computer  access  to  the  media  holdings  of  the 
Town's  three  libraries  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  Town. 

Several  personnel  issues  should  be  mentioned.  In  December,  the  Director  and  Trustees  accepted, 
wdth  regret,  the  resignation  of  Julie  Doherty,  Children's  Librarian.  She  is  already  missed,  as  we 
knew  she  would  be.  With  her  addition  a  year  ago  as  a  contracted  part-time  bookkeeper,  Kathy 
Benevento  is  able  to  focus  on  the  Library's  financial  transactions;  our  financial  practices  and 
records  are  all  assured  to  be  beyond  reproach,  as  underscored  by  the  Town's  most  recent  annual 
audit. 

The  Library  decided  to  hire  a  part-time  handyman/custodian,  Jim  Chase,  who  has  become 
indispensable  in  maintaining  the  Library's  buildings  and  groimds,  as  well  as  assisting  the  Staff  in 
many  chores  of  the  Library's  operations.  This  addition  has  allowed  us  to  eliminate,  with  significant 
cost  savings,  the  custodial  services  previously  provided  by  an  outside  contractor. 

The  Library  wants  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  priceless  support  provided  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Rye  Public  Library,  and  the  many  Volunteers  who  provide  many  hours  of  service  in  assisting 
the  Library  Staff. 

Again,  the  year  2000  has  been  a  year  of  great  accomplishment  and  stability  for  the  Rye  Public 
Library.

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RYE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION'S  REPORT 

The  major  mosquito  breeding  areas  in  the  Town  of  Rye  are  freshwater  wetlands  (Red  Maple 
swamps,  woodland  pools)  and  salt  marshes.  The  1999/2000  winter  had  little  snowfall  and  the 
mosquito-breeding  season  will  be  remembered  for  its  cold  and  rainy  weather.  The  salt  marshes 
flooded  once  per  month  during  the  spring  and  summer.  These  areas  were  treated  by  larviciding 
and  the  mosquito  populations  were  less  significant  than  in  other  years.  We  did  experience  several 
infestations  in  late  July  and  early  September  in  the  proximity  of  the  Rye  Recreation  Area.  There 
was  no  street  spraying  (adulticiding)  in  2000. 

A  salt  marsh  minnow  fish  (mummichog)  release  project  was  completed  in  June,  July,  and  August. 
It  has  been  determined  that  each  mummichog  is  capable  of  controlling  50  square  feet  of  mosquito 
breeding  area.  Various  improvements  were  made  to  the  trappmg  and  release  operations  of  the 
Mummichog  Project.  We  are  planning  to  continue  expanding  the  Mummichog  Project  in  200 1 . 

In  2000,  a  salt  marsh  restoration  project  at  the  Fairhill  Salt  Marsh  (Pollack  Drive  area)  was 
continued  which  resulted  in  many  acres  of  salt  marsh  no  longer  requiring  mosquito  control 
(laviciding).  A  specialized  low  ground  pressure  excavator  was  utilized  to  restore  permanent 
pannes  (ponds)  on  the  marsh  surface  which  enabled  mummichogs  to  be  utilized  in  the  control  of 
mosquitoes.  This  project  was  a  partnership  between  the  Rye  Mosquito  Control  Commission,  a 
National  Estuaries  Grant,  Ducks  Unlimited,  and  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 

It  should  be  noted  that  mosquitoes  have  gone  beyond  being  an  aimoyance  and  can  carry  many 
types  of  diseases.  The  Rye  Mosquito  Control  Commission  wall  continue  to  monitor  the  situation 
and  has  concerns  based  on  the  discovery  of  a  dead  crow  in  Manchester,  N.H.  last  September  which 
was  positively  identified  with  West  Nile  Virus  (WNV).  There  are  some  types  of  mosquitoes  in  our 
area  which  are  suspected  of  being  vectors  for  WNV.  The  Mosquito  Control  Commission,  Town 
Health  Officer  (Dr.  Gail  Snow)  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  be  working  closely  together  to 
protect  the  residents  of  Rye. 

The  Commission  plans  to  continue  working  on  long  range  plans  to  reduce  actual  and  potential 
mosquito  breeding  areas. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  of  the  Mosquito  Control  Commissioners  who  have 
volunteered  countless  hours  of  time  to  protect  the  residents  of  Rye  in  the  past  decade,  especially 
Chris  Christo  who  has  helped  guide  the  Commission  for  the  past  twelve  years.  I  would  also  like  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  Rye  for  the  honor  of  being  allowed  to  serve  on  the  Corrunission  for  over  10 

years.

Many  of  the  goals  which  the  Planning  Board  set  for  the  year  2000  were  put  aside  because  of  a 
heavy  workload,  due  primarily  to  our  ongoing  and  very  intensive  review  of  the  25  lot  Whitehorse 
Farms  Subdivision.  We  expect  to  take  up  the  reorganization  of  the  subdivision  and  site  plan 
regulations  in  200 1  and  to  explore  the  concepts  of  open  space  zoning  as  a  way  to  protect  valuable 
wetlands  and  over  55  age-restricted  subdivisions  which  may  allow  sensible  growth  without 
putting  heavy  stress  on  our  schools.

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PUBLIC  WORKS  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

In  January  of  this  year,  I  joined  the  team  of  the  Public  Works  Department  as  the  Director  of 
Pubhc  Works.  It  has  been  an  exciting  and  productive  year. 

The  recychng  center  continues  to  be  a  model  we  should  all  be  proud  of  During  the  year,  we 
redesigned  the  area  focusing  on  improved  safety  and  efficiency.  One  of  the  many  noticeable 
changes  included  the  new  compactor  and  baler,  which  replaced  the  old  dump  trucks.  Another 
was  the  relocation  of  the  recyclable  receptacles  eliminating  the  need  for  the  public  to  enter  the 
buildings  with  the  heavy  equipment.  We  were  able  to  deposit  $52,000  in  the  General  Fund  this 
year  thanks  to  all  your  efforts. 

We  were  also  busy  with  a  number  of  drainage  improvement  projects  this  year.  New  catch 
basins,  over  4,000  feet  of  pipe,  and  regrading  of  many  sections  of  roadway  were  completed  in 
the  areas  of  Blueberry  Lane,  Washington  Road,  Fern  Avenue,  and  Hunter's  Run.  We  assisted 
the  Recreation  Department  with  the  installation  of  more  than  700  feet  of  8"  main  and  service 
pipe  to  the  recreation  building  and  installed  a  new  sewer  system  consisting  of  two  1500  gallon 
holding  tanks  and  piping  systems.  Drainage  projects  were  also  started  on  Central  Road,  Love 
Lane,  Brackett  Road,  and  Perkins  Road.  We  should  be  able  to  continue  with  these  projects  in 
2001. 

Several  paving  projects  took  place  on  Washington  Road,  Brackett  Road,  Central  Road, 
Sagamore  Road,  and  Clark  Road.  These  included  grinding,  grading,  and  restriping  in  many 
cases. 

The  winter  of  2000/2001  is  off  to  an  interesting  start  with  a  number  of  storms  having  already 
occurred.  We  will  continue  to  do  our  best  to  keep  roads  passable  and  safe. 

All  of  us  at  the  Public  Works  Department  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  support  and 
cooperation  this  past  year  and  look  forward  to  continuing  to  serve  you  in  2001.

A  glimpse  into  our  past:  L.  B.  Parsons,  History  of  Rye,  N.H., 1623-1903,  (1905) 

There  was  a  road  or  pathway  along  the  seashore  from  Portsmouth  through  Rye  to  Hampton  as  early  as  1644; 
and  probably  many  years  earlier  than  that  there  was  a  road,  or  what  passed  for  such  at  the  time,  between  Little 
Harbor  settlement  and  Strawberry  Bank,  from  Frost's  Point  or  near  there  up  through  the  present  Elwyn  and 
Peverly  Hill  roads  in  Portsmouth  to  Portsmouth  Plains,  and  then  to  the  "Banke"  by  what  is  now  Middle  Road. 

This  was  the  only  route  by  which  Sagamore  creek  and  the  marsh  at  its  head  could  be  avoided This 

pathway  for  most  of  its  extent  was  a  part  of  the  seashore  road  which  in  1644  extended  through  Rye  to 

Hampton,  and  it  is  not  an  extravagance  to  assume  that  it  is  the  oldest  road  in  New  Hampshire And  not 

improbably  the  first  bridge  and  grist-mill  built  by  the  settlers  of  New  Hampshire  were  built  on  the  road,  near 
the  mouth  of  Seavey's  creek. 
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RYE  RECREATION  COMMISSION'S  REPORT 

This  year  has  been  one  of  change  and  development.  The  Recreation  Area  is  experiencing  numerous 
improvements.  Installation  of  the  waterline  and  septic  system  is  now  complete,  thanks  to  the 
excellent  work  of  the  Rye  Highway  Department  and  the  Rye  Water  District.  The  Recreation  House 
is  currently  undergoing  a  facelift  which  includes  a  new  roof  and  siding,  upgraded  electrical,  and  the 
construction  of  two  new  handicapped  accessible  restrooms.  The  existing  porch  is  also  being 
enclosed  to  provide  space  that  was  lost  in  installing  the  restrooms.  The  Recreation  Fields  require 
improvement  as  they  are  virtually  unusable  during  spring  rains,  etc.  Renovations  planned  for  the 
Recreation  Fields  include  redesigning  the  placement  of  fields,  replacing  the  drainage  system,  and 
installing  an  irrigation  system. 

Congratulations  and  thanks  are  extended  to  Rye  Little  League  for  their  efforts  in  raising  $21,000  in 
donations  from  local  families  to  renovate  the  Flash  Jenness  Memorial  Field.  The  ball  field  is  being 
improved  with  additional  fill,  new  sod,  as  well  as  the  installation  of  an  irrigation  and  drainage 
system. 

This  year  we  hired  a  new  Recreation  Director,  Lee  Arthur,  and  Program  Director,  Jessica  Dickey. 
We  extend  our  sincerest  appreciation  to  Jody  Jackson,  our  past  Recreation  Director,  for  all  her  hard 
work  and  dedication  to  the  community.

The  Rye  Sewer  Commission  consists  of  three  elected  members: 

WILLIAM  LADRIE,  Chairman 
WILLIAM  YOUSCHACK,  Commissioner 
LEON  VALLEY,  Commissioner 

Also,  Walter  Parenteau  serves  as  Clerk-of-the-Works  and  Terry  Zartarian  as  Administrative 
Assistant. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  operation,  mamtenance,  and  billing  of  the  sewer  district, 
which  at  present  consists  of  515  users.  The  Commission  is  also  responsible  for  any  extensions 
and/or  expansions  of  the  sewer  into  other  areas  of  the  town. 

The  Commission  normally  meets  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  ever>-  other  month  at  6:00  P.M.  at  the 
Rye  Town  Hall.  There  are  circumstances  that  change  this  allotted  time,  so  check  with  the  Town 
Hall  to  be  sure  a  meeting  is  scheduled. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  Commissioner  Melia  Michaud  who  has 
been  part  of  the  commission's  office  for  many  years.  We  hope  that  her  future  is  filled  with 
love,  luck  and  happiness. 

Leon  Valley  was  appointed  as  the  third  member  by  the  commissioners  to  serve  imtil  March 
election.  He  brings  with  him  his  knowledge  and  expertise  that  was  gained  fi-om  being  the 
commission's  previous  Chairman. 

Inspections  are  performed  daily  to  insure  that  no  interruptions  or  excessive  costs  are  spent  in 
maintaining  normal  sewer  operations. 

An  increasing  number  of  people  are  using  secondary  meters  to  measure  water  usage  for 
swimming  pools  and  lawn  irrigation.  The  reading  fi-om  this  secondary  meter  is  credited  to  their 
4^^  quarter  bill. 

Please  note:  On  your  sewer  bill,  the  dates  of  usage  that  you  are  charged  come  from  your 
Hampton  Water  Works  bill  for  the  same  period  of  time.

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SOUTHEAST  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT  53-B  REPORT 

This  was  the  ninth  year  the  District  has  conducted  the  Household  Hazardous  Waste  program  for  the 
member  towns.  In  January  we  sent  out  RFP's  for  the  collection  and  low  bidder  was  Safety-Kleen 
with  a  bid  of  $37.00  per  household.  We  held  two  collections  -  Hampton  in  the  spring  and 
Brentwood  in  the  fall.  The  collection  in  Hampton  was  held  on  the  second  Saturday  in  May.  A  total 
of  435  cars  attended  the  collection  representing  466  households.  On  October  7  the  collection  was 
held  in  Brentwood  for  the  first  time.  A  total  of  85  cars  attended  representing  125  households.  The 
total  cost  for  both  collections  was  $24,036.  The  per  household  cost  for  Hampton  was  $37.30  and 
the  per  household  cost  for  Brentwood  was  $53.20.  A  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
based  on  the  population  of  the  District  member  towns,  in  the  amount  of  $6,310  was  used  to  offset 
costs.  The  remainder  was  paid  out  of  District  fiinds  that  had  been  budgeted  for  this  purpose. 

Based  on  continuing  positive  response  we  receive  to  these  collections,  the  committee  feels  they  are 
a  vital  function  of  the  district  and  should  continue.  Citizens  in  our  member  municipalities  continue 
to  become  educated  about  household  hazardous  waste,  have  become  familiar  with  the  collections, 
and  are  willing  to  participate.  The  District  has  budgeted  funds  in  the  2001-2002  budget  to  hold 
collections  in  the  spring  and  fall  of  2001. 

The  District  continued  its  Recycling  Grant  Program  for  education  and  public  relations.  $3,000  has 
again  been  budgeted  to  continue  this  program  in  2001/2002.  The  Administrative  Assistant  and 
members  of  the  District  committee  attended  several  State  level  conferences  during  the  year. 

In  June,  according  to  our  Contract  with  WMNH-Tumkey  Landfill  that  the  twenty-five  year  Contract 
is  to  be  renewed  every  five  years,  the  Negotiating  Committee  met  with  representatives  from  Waste 
Management  of  New  Hampshire-Turnkey  Landfill  to  re-negotiate  the  Contract.  Both  sides  agreed 
to  continue  the  contract  for  another  five  year  term.  Brentwood,  Fremont,  Hampton,  Hampton  Falls, 
New  Castle,  North  Hampton,  Rye,  Sandown,  and  South  Hampton  are  currently  tipping  at  Turnkey. 
In  July,  the  current  tipping  fee  of  $51.90  will  be  adjusted  by  the  Boston  CPI  at  January  1, 2001. 

The  Septage  Committee  and  Waste-to-Energy  Committee  continue  to  be  inactive. 

OBJECTIVES  FOR  THE  UPCOMING  YEAR 

The  Administrative  portion  of  the  District  will  continue  to  be  a  part  time  operation.  The 
Administrative  Assistant's  hours  are  from  8:00  AM  to  Noon  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday. 
The  contract  with  Waste  Management  will  continue  to  be  administered  by  the  District  office. 

Two  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collections  will  be  held  in  2001.  The  Spring  Collection  will  be 
held  in  Hampton  on  May  12,  2001  and  the  Fall  Collection  is  tentatively  scheduled  for  September 
29, 2001  in  Brentwood. 

Recycling  education  grants  will  again  be  awarded  to  District  member  towns.  Recycling  chairmen 
of  member  towns  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  these  grants.  Information  may  be  obtained  by  calling 
the  District  office. 
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We  will  continue  to  keep  abreast  of  all  refuse  disposal  and  recycling  methods,  and  we  are  always 
available  to  assist  and/or  answer  questions  from  member  towns  or  citizens.  We  will  also  continue 
to  attend  State  level  conferences  on  MSW  and  recycling.

A  glimpse  into  our  past:     Rye  on  the  Rocks,  The  Tale  of  a  Town,,  William  M.  Varrell,  1962 

KING  PHILLIP'S  WAR 

The  late  sixteen  hundreds  are  generally  referred  to  in  New  England  history  as  the  period  of  the  "French  and 

Indian  Wars" It  was  during  the  latter  part  of  this  era,  specifically  known  as  "King  Phillip's  War",  that 

settlements  of  the  Piscataqua  suffered  their  most  numerous  attacks  and  crippling  defeats 

It  was  also  about  this  time  that  both  Dover  and  Durham  were  all  but  completely  destroyed.  Probably  the 
chief  precipitant  of  our  local  slaughter  occurred  in  Dover  in  1675  when  the  settlers  who  had  been  on  generally 
friendly  tenns  with  the  Indians,  called  them  together  for  what  was  to  be  a  mock  battle  between  two  opposing 
sides,  something  similar  to  an  athletic  event  today.  However,  the  settlers,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Richard  Waldron,  had  planned  a  battle  using  real  bullets,  and  the  resulting  slaughter  of  the  redmen  was  as 
brutal  as  any  attack  staged  by  them.  Although  the  chief  was  killed,  his  son,  Wahowah,  survived  to  menace  the 
entire  area  seeking  revenge  for  his  wronged  people.  Thus  the  reason  for  the  attack  on  Brackett's  Lane  and  at 
other,  no  doubt,  innocent  settlements. 

It  was  1691  that  the  residents  of  Sandy  Beach  at  Saltwater  Brook  learned  of  the  full  savagery  of  Indian 
revenge.  By  joining  bits  and  pieces  of  acts  and  fable,  it  appears  that  Tuesday,  September  29,  1691,  began  free 
from  alarm  of  the  events  which  were  to  make  history.  As  some  of  the  men  are  known  to  have  been  working  in 
the  salt  marshes,  it  is  quite  probable  that  it  was  a  typical  warm  late  summer  day.  In  feet,  it  was  Indian- 
summer.  There  had  been  talk  of  hostile  Indian  actions  in  the  area  and  Mrs.  Francis  Rand  being  apprehensive 
of  danger,  had  begged  her  husband  not  to  leave  her  alone.  However,  the  days  of  early  settlement  did  not  allow 
for  cautious  idleness  (so,assuring  his  wife  that  he  had  heard  of  no  hostile  Indians  south  of  Lake  Winnipisogee, 
Francis  went  to  mill  that  day  and  their  son,  Thomas,  left  for  a  day  of  fishing.)  Tlius  with  the  inhabitants 
occupied  with  normal  daily  tasks,  death  descended  upon  Rye. 

It  was  shortly  after  noon  when  a  band  of  Indians  estimated  between  20  and  40  arrived  by  sea  from  York  and 
landed  on  the  Rye  shore.  (Instead  of  attacking  the  Garrison  House  at  Saunders'  Point,  they  chose  to  attack 
small  groups  or  scattered  inhabitants  yet  unaware  of  the  danger.)  It  was  later  learned  that  the  Indians  were 
quite  familiar  with  the  daily  habits  of  the  residents  of  Sandy  Beach,  as  a  tree  was  found  at  Straw's  Point  where 
the  bark  had  been  worn  smooth  by  Indians  climbing  to  the  natural  lookout  in  its  uppermost  branches. 

At  any  rate,  the  redmen  are  known  to  have  swept  dovra  on  Brackett's  Lane  killing  Anthony  Brackett  and 

taking  several  of  the  Brackett  children  captive (Note:  This  was  not  the  first  raid  for  the  Brackett  family.  In 

1675  Anthony's  son  Thomas  had  been  killed,  and  another  son  and  his  family  taken  captive  to  Falmouth 
(Portland),  Maine.  Later  they  stole  a  leaky  canoe  and  managed  to  return  home.) 

After  the  Indians  had  fired  the  first  house,  and  the  smoke  of  this  fire  had  begun  to  boil  across  the  nearby 
marshes,  it  was  no  doubt  evident  to  all  in  the  area  that  their  day  of  infamy  had  arrived.  (Note:  A  number  of 
Brackett's,  including  William,  one  of  the  original  settlers,  went  to  the  Garrison  House  to  help  unaware  that 
their  own  family  members  had  "fallen  victims  to  the  raid"  ). 

Thomas  Rand  is  said  to  have  come  upon  the  warriors  at  Brackett's  upon  his  return  from  fishing.  It  was  his 
stand  taken  by  firing  upon  them,  that  is  said  to  have  frightened  them  away.  However,  his  act  of  heroism  was 
not  sufficient  to  save  the  lives  of  his  parents.  His  mother  was  killed,  no  doubt  early  in  the  battle,  and  his  father 

was  killed  on  his  return  fi^om  the  mill,  likely  to  investigate  the  cause  of  smoke the  savages  had 

claimed  twenty  victims.  (Three  in  charred  ruins,  ten  in  other  places  and  seven  people  reported  to  be  missing.) 
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TOWN  FOREST  CITIZEN'S  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

The  Rye  Town  Forest  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  was  established  in  1998  for  two  reasons: 

1 .  First,  to  find  a  method  to  preserve  in  perpetuity  the  Town  Forest  as  open  conservation  land. 

The  Committee  determined  that  protecting  the  Town  Forest  in  perpetuity  could  only  be 
accomplished  by  granting  a  conservation  easement  to  an  outside  party.  Any  other  alternative  would 
leave  the  Town  Forest  open  to  development.  While  the  easement  will  prevent  development,  in  all 
other  ways,  ownership  and  management  will  remain  with  the  Town  of  Rye. 

Town  counsel,  attorney  Michael  Donovan,  confirmed  this  conclusion  in  a  letter  to  the  Committee 
stating:  "In  summary,  in  my  opinion,  short  of  granting  a  conservation  restriction  to  an  outside  party, 
there  is  no  way  that  I  know  of  that  the  1999  town  meeting  could  establish  a  conservation  restriction 
that  a  ftiture  town  meeting  could  not  vote  to  extinguish  or  relinquish." 

2.  Second,  the  Committee  was  established  to  develop  legally  binding  restrictions  to  prevent  any 
development  in  the  town  forest. 

Town  residents  addressed  development  of  legally  binding  restrictions  to  prevent  development  by 
approving  Article  18  of  the  2000  Town  Warrant.  This  article  "authorized  and  directed  the  selectmen 
to  grant  and  convey  to  the  Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  a  conservation  easement  on 
approximately  176  acres  of  town  forest."  (Map  12:  Lots  79  &  89  and  Map  16:  Lot  170).  It  ftirther 
stated:  "The  Conservation  Easement  shall  be  in  the  form  recommended  by  the  Town  Forest  Citizen's 
Advisory  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Town  Counsel."  To  help  draft  the  easement,  a  large 
subcorrmiittee  was  created  with  the  following  members: 

Robert  Brown  RayJarvis  Paula  Merritt  Louise  Tallman 

Daane  Crook,  Esq.  Ben  King,  Esq.  John  Provencher  Matt  Upton,Esq. 

Drew  Doherty  Carl  Kindstedt  Jim  Raynes 

The  easement  went  through  multiple  drafts  and  was  placed  in  the  Town  Hall  and  Library  for  public 
review.  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  November  2,  2000. 

As  directed  by  Article  18  of  the  2000  Town  Warrant,  in  early  January  2001,  the  Committee  submitted 
the  conservation  easement  to  town  counsel  for  his  approval  prior  to  it  being  given  to  the  selectmen  for 
granting.  The  committee  selected  Rockingham  County  Conservation  Commission  (RCCC)  to  hold  the 
forest  easement.  RCCC  has  many  years  of  land  conservation  expertise  and  hold  conservation  easements 
for  a  number  of  other  seacoast  towns. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  residents  of  Rye  for  their  suggestions  and  encouragement  over  the 
last  three  years.

OVERSEER  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

The  revised  Statutes  Annotated  165.1  mandate  that  welfare  must  be  given  to  any  person  in  Town 
who  is  unable  to  support  him/her  self.  As  the  Welfare  Director,  1  am  responsible  to  the  Selectmen 
(overseers  of  the  poor)  and  I  assist  them  in  administering  the  fund. 

The  largest  item  in  my  budget  is  rent  and  $15,831  was  spent  for  the  year  2000.  During  the  past 
year,  approximately  35  clients  were  served  by  this  office,  some  for  a  one-time  emergency  and 
others  on  a  regular  basis. 

This  year  we  received  $769.78  payback  from  clients.  This  money  goes  into  the  General  Fund. 
Numerous  baskets  were  given  this  year  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  thanks  to  the  generosity  of 
the  Fire  Department  as  well  as  the  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  and  churches.

WHY RYE? 

In  1906,  Rye  was  rural  and  agrarian.  525  South  Road,  home  of  Albert  Dana  and  Clara  Jenness,  was  a  self- 
sufficient  working  farm  with  fields  and  woodlots  providing  food,  fuel,  building  materials,  and  horse  power  for 
farm  work  and  transportation.  Today,  this  address  is  the  home  of  Pat  Losik,  her  husband  Tim,  and  their 
family.  The  Losik  sons  are  eleventh  generation  descendants  of  Francis  Jenness  who  arrived  here  in  1665. 
According  to  William  M.  Varrell's  Rye  on  the  Rocks,  (Strawberry  Bank  Print  Shop,  Portsmouth,  N.H.,  1962), 
"...  .during  a  day  when  communities  were  being  named  for  European  counterparts,  and  the  Jennesses  were  the 
only  local  residents  fi^om  Rye,  England,  to  that  family  must  go  the  credit  for  the  Town's  name."
